THE QUININE MARKET. 


The last decline in quinine, which 
brought the price of domestic down to 
ninety cents for vials and eighty-five 
cents for 100-ounce tins, and the Ger- 
man brands five cents an ounce below 
these figures, brings the alkaloid down 
to the lowest level it reached last year, 
and a lower point than it had ever 
touched before that time. From out- 
side hands there have been sales withiu 
the past few days at the, lowest prices 
ever known. This condition of affairs 
is no less disappointing to most of the 
manufacturers, we believe, than it is 
to the speculative holders..We pointed 
out afew weeks ago, in an article in 
these columns, the influences which 
tended to maintain, if not increase, 
the depression then centered over bark 
as wellas the alkaloids. The course 
of events since that date has been 
strictly in consonance with the view 
of the case that was then as apparent 
to everyone else as to ourselves. Barks 
do not grow firmer in price, even 
though the _ advices from the 
producing centers; the embargo 
upon commerce in the Central 
American ports, and the condition of 
the plantations in the East Indies, are 
such as would suggest that prudence 
must require the holders of bark to 
obtain higher prices. The present sup- 
ply of bark rather than any prospective 
deficiency seems to be the controlling 
influence on the market. Prices are 
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constantly growing easier, even though 
holders may resist the attempts of 
buyers to materially reduce the fig- 
ures. But however bark might fluctu- 
ate, the surplus stock of quinine and 
the fact that the production is still in 
excess of the consumption are depress- 
ing influences which are likely to hold 
down the market for the salt,so long as 
they exist. There is a great deal of 
uncertainty in the minds of the trade 
as to the motive which actuates the 
leading domestic makers in taking the 
initiative, as they have done,in the re- 
duction of prices. It is believed that 
they are determined to pursue an ag- 
gressive policy and that they will not 
allow the margin of profit to become 
wide enough to invite competition 
either at homeor abroad. The foreigu 
makers, of course, have the advantage 
of being able to sell a considerable 
portion of their product in their home 
markets at remunerative prices, and 
thus to offset the losses they are as- 
sumed to be making here. It is be- 
lieved to be among the possibilities of 
the present competition, that Ameri- 
can makers will drop enough quinine 
into the foreign markets to break them 
down to the level of our own, and thus 
compel foreign makers to abandon this 
market altogether. Whether any such 
serious outcome is to be expected or not 
is, of course, mere conjecture, but the 
situation is certainly a very unpromis- 
ing one and the prospects are altogeth- 
er more favorable for a further decline 
than for any circumstance that shall 
lead to an advance.

THE NAVAL STORES COMPLAINTS. 


The action taken by the naval stores 
exchange in this city, to prevent irreg- 
ularities in handling spirits of turpen- 
tine and rosin, as referred to in anoth- 
er column, has caused considerable 
comment at the sources of supply. A 
bungling account of the proceedings 
had been wired to the three different 
markets in the South, by the associated 
press, and the result was a general 
hubbub and a return of compliments, 
By this time, the resolutions have 
reached their destination and the part- 
ies interested no doubt understand the 
situation better. A different preamble 
and resolution was adopted for each 
market, the paper intended for Savan- 
nah referring to the alteration of 
gradesof rosin, that for Wilmington 
calling attention to the overgauging of 
turpentine, while the Charleston reso- 
lution requested that the alleged prac- 
tice of overgrading rosin be looked into 
and prevented. Threats were not in- 
dulged in and the facts were presented 
in such a plain manner that the mis- 
sion of the resolutions could not fail to 
be understood. The New York receiv- 
ers and dealers have received 
an expression of opinion from 
the Southern exchanges and con- 
fidently look for a correction of the al- 
leged evil as requested. It would ap- 
pear from the manner in which the in- 
formation was received at the South- 
ern markets, that the charges were a 
surprise, and while not followed by a 
general disavowal of any knowledge of 
thet sort, there is a general desire to co- 
operate in correcting any existing evils. 
If the agitation of the subject brings 
about the desired result, the action of 
the New York exchange will not be in 
vain. 

It has been intimated from the South 
that the New York naval stores busi- 
ness is not entirely free from fraud in 
the matter of altering grades of rosin 
and overgaugiug of spirits. We have 
heard of no complaints, but the very 
positive charges made by the Savan- 
nah Board of Trade leave no reasona- 
ble doubt that the New York ex- 
change can pursue its good work of 
reform in this market on goods 
bought here. Consumers have the 
means within their power of ferreting 
out the fraud and obtaining goods 
according to representations. All 














transactions of the exchange cover 
goods stored in the two yards of South 
Brooklyn, and by a rule of the ex- 
change the parties in charge of the 
yards are authorized to give buyers a 
certificate of inspection. Consumers 
can demand that a certificate accom- 
pany the lots purchased and refuse to 
accept under other conditions. The 
right marks will always be found on 
goods leaving the yards, but consider- 
able mischief could be done while be- 
ing delivered, and if any irregularities 
have occurred they can be traced to 
that source. The issuing of certificates 
of inspection was ordered to prevent 
this, and if buyers insist on the carry- 
ing out of this measure of protection, 
all trouble can be avoided, by not 
having to stand the _ difference 
between the actual and the fraudulent 
gauging or marking, which, in some 
cases, is considerable.

PROPOSED AGREEMENTS AMONG 
LEAD CORRODERS. 


Efforts to form some sort of a combi- 
nation among lead corroders continue 
to be made, although they are of a na- 
ture which gives little promise of suc- 
cess. It has, apparently, been demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of most of 
the corroders, that no organization will 
be permanently effective unless it carry 
with it a means of enforcing whatever 
agreement forms its basis. All efforts 
to unite the entire body of corroders 
upon any scheme which falls short of 
this measure of effectiveness, therefore, 
seems likely to prove futile. So far as 
we can learn, the New York corroders 
are unlikely to do anything more than 
extend the courtesy of a conference to 
any proposition to form an organiza- 
tion which does not possess the neces- 
sary elements of permanent success. 
The Boston proposition, which we 
printed a fortnight ago, has been 
again presented in a modified form,and 
a committee of the New England Paint 
and Oil Club had a conference here on 
Saturday with the New York corroders. 
Their proposition was to make a sched- 
ule of prices aud regulations substan- 
tially as follows: 

Five hundred pounds and under, x cents 
per pound, subject to no other discounts than 
the customer is regularly allowed on his bills 
in which this article is charged; 2,000 pounds or 
more than 500 pounds, five and five-eighth 
cents per pound, sixy days, less two and a haif 
per cent. for cash in fifteen days; 20,000 pounds 
or more than 2,000 pounds, five and a half cents 
per pound, sixty days, less two and a half per 
cent. for cash in fifteen days. In case of viola- 
tion of these terms the cut is not to be met, but 
is to be reported to the Executive Committee 
of the Paint and Oil Club, which is to investi- 
gate the charges, and, if substantiated, is to se- 
cure from the guilty party,if possible,a promise 
to make no further violations. In the event of 
failure to secure such promise, the case is to be 
reported to all parties interested in the agree- 
ment for such action as they may deem advisa- 
ble. Any member is permitted to withdraaw 
from the agreement upon forty-eight hours 
notice. 

This plan, if it were adopted, would 
include all of the larger dealers in New 
England, trey being members of the 
Paint and Oil Club, It is unlikely, 
however, that it will be adopted on 
anything above 500 lbs., as it has failed 
to secure the co-operation of the New 
York corroders, without whom it could 
scarcely be made operative. The rea- 
son assigned for their unwillingness to 
co-operate is that the plan lacks 
strength and would stand little chance 
of being faithfully observed for any 
length of time. We are led to believe, 
however, by what we hear, that the 
New York Corroders are influenced 
more by the belief that they would 
under such an arrangement be ‘“‘hold- 
ivg the umbrella” over some of the 
Western corroders, to whom they be- 
lieve competition at present prices is 
more unprofitable than it is to the 
local corroders. The fact that the New 
England agreement protects the West- 
ern corroders in that territory and 
leaves them free to make any prices 
they please in this State, also tends to 
make New York corroders hold aloof 
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from it. The proposition which comes 
from Pittsburgh,and whichis intended 
asa sort of a truce, pending the adop- 
tion of more definite terms for a per- 
manent peace, is intended to cover the 
whole country, but even this does not 
appear, so far as we can learn, to have 
secured the assent of enough corroders 
to putit in force. This proposition is 
embodied in the annexed circular.

demoralization.

The REPORTER is not a believer in 
any combination that is not iron- 
bound, but itis obliged to view with 
increasing regret the spectacle of a 
great industry like the white lead busi- 
ness, throwing away more than a mil- 
lion dollars a year in a competition 
which could readily be curbed without 
disadvantage to any factor, and for 
that reason it would gladily aid, by all 
the means in its power, any effort that 
looked toward a more profitable range 
of values on lead. Experiments have 
been repeatedly tried and as often as 
tried have demonstrated how futile it 
is to depend upon mere agreements, 
and how entirely feasible is a substan- 
tial combination. For that reason, 
while a temporary agreement to sus- 
pends hostilities, as proposed by the 
Pittsburgh corroders, is a desirable 
move in the direction of something 
permanent, it is useless to expect sutis- 
factory results even for the briefest 
period, from any plan which does not 
insure detection of violations and make 
them unprofitable to the violator, 
without precipitating chaos upon the 
entire industry.

THE IMPROPER USE OF CAMPHOR 
OLL. 

The large quantity of Japan oil of 
camphor which arrived during the lat- 
ter endof last year is meeting with an 
outlet in a manner unexpected by the 
trade. Recent examinations have de- 
veloped the fact that the article is used 
in adulterating a class of essential oils 
which are in demand chiefly for con- 
fectionery and perfumery purposes. A 
sample of sassafras oil inspected last 
week showed twenty per cent. of cam- 
phor oil. A sample of lavender oil was 
also found to contain about twenty- 
five per cent. of the foreign adulterant, 
and complaints are received from Bos- 
ton about oil of caraway not being pure. 
If the investigation was continued, 
there is no telling where the discovery 
of fraud would end. It is claimed that 
by a certain rectifying process, the by- 
product of gum camphor is partially 



























or altogether deodorized, but in one 
sample of essential oil which came 
under our observation, the pungent 
odor of camphor denoted very little 
care in preparing the article for con- 
If camphor oil is used in 
this manner without any effort to de- 
stroy the offensive odor, very little 
harm can result frum adulterations, as 
buyers will be enabled thereby to de- 


sumption. 


tect the counterfeit from the genuine, 
but success in deodorizing will make 
detection difficult unless put through 
a chemical analysis. With camphor 
oil at ten cents per pound, there is con- 
siderable inducement to place impure 
goods on the market and enter into 
dishonest competition at the expense 
of better grades. 

Last October, in referring to large 
importations, we found occasion to 
say that the finding of a regular trade 
for camphor oil was very uncertain 
and that an opportunity was open for 
some one to test its qualities, and pre- 
sent its advantages to the public in 
some remedial form, as it was known 
to possess excellent qualities as a lini- 
ment. The article was then compara- 
tively unknown, but it did not take 
long for its usefulness to be directed in 
fraudulent channels. It now devolves 
upon confectioners, perfumers and 
others who are continually bidding 
for the lowest priced goods to detect 
the imposition. Buyers who look to 
the price as the main point in most 
transactions, and ignore the quality, 
have no interest in this exposure, 
which is intended for purchasers of 
genuine goods at their true market 
value.

TIGHTENING THE REINS ON IM- 
PORTERS. 


Importers of East India merchan- 
dise are not accepting with satisfaction 
the recent terms of wharf-storage dic- 
tated and collected since January 1 by 
the combination of warehouse owners, 
Allinterested parties were notified by 
circular, signed by seven firms, that 
the following changes have been fixed 
for merchandise landed on their cov-

Considerable rivalry has existed 
among the warehouse firms for the 
patronage accruing from the landing 
of sailing vessels at their piers, and 
instead of assessing them ten dollars a 
day each for wharfage, the owners of 
the piers are only too glad to secure 
their landing, and expect to reap a 
benefit from the goods discharged, 
which they never fail to do as the 
above charges are collected whether 
the goods are taken immediately away 
or remain several days on the pier. 
The individual importer may complain 
and call it an imposition, but he can- 
not help himself, unless other arrange- 
ments are made with the agents of the 
vessels. We also find a union of inter- 
ests here for self protection. Steam- 
ship companies and other common 
carriers, as well as storage and ware- 
housemen are united by associations 
or written compact, which enable 
them to act as a unit in matters touch- 
ing individual importers, to the latter’s 
possible injury or loss, and still we find 
them bearing their grievances with re- 
markable fortitude. The reins are 
being gradually tightened, and al- 
though their interests demand a cor- 
rection of many existing irregularities, 
uncertainties and abuses in the meth- 
ods of the receipt and delivery of mer- 


chandise, the consignees are powerless 


without a medium for united voice or 


action, in establishing the customs, 
and interpreting the laws which bear 


directly upon their particular interests. 
There should be a more dejfinite 
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understanding regarding the right to 
charge storage on free merchardise, 
which should date from the time the 
vessel commences to discharge, instead 
of from date of landing of said partic. 
ular lot of goods, especially when it 
has been sold on dock by the importer 
and is stored op account of the buyer, 
who may thus be called upon to suffer 
a loss of several weeks storage. The 
customs, usages and laws relating to 
the receipt, storage and delivery of 
merchandise in this port are uncertain 
and ill defined, and subject consigners 
to considerable pecuniary loss, incon- 
venience and annoyance.

INDIGO SHIPMENTS. 


A review of the season of 1884-5, 
shows that the shipments of indigo to 
the United States were larger than the 
previous year. The distribution of 
the crop amongst the different consum- 
ing countries, was as follows, accord- 
ing to the latest mail advices from 
Calcutta: Great Britain, 9,200 chests, 
against 10,465 chests last year; France, 
5,067 chests, against 5,892 chests; Ger- 
many, Austria, Holland and Belgium, 
12,499, against 11,716; Italy and Switz- 
land, 278 against 475; Russia, 2,101 and 
2,808; United States, 8,715 and 7,339; 
Gulfs and Suez, 973 and 963, making a 
grand total of 38,833 chests for the sea- 
son under review, against 39,658 chests 
last year. The largest amount taken 
by America was in 1882-3, when the 
shipments reached 9,831 chests and the 
past two seasons show an increase over 
all previous years with the exception 
noted. 

The public sales at Calcutta were 
concluded on February 13. The actual 
crop has come up to estimates and 
reaches 164,000 factory mounds,in com- 
parison with 159,388 for the previous 
crop. The season is reported to have 
been very disappointing to native 
dealers and manufacturers. The large 
profits realized in 1883-4 led to consid- 
erable speculation and high prices. 
Many have suffered serious losses in 
consequence and _ the discouraging 
features of the market are expect°d to 
interfere to a considerable extent with 
the production of native indigo during 
the ensuing year, 

The prospects of the growing crop 
are satisfactory so far. The October 
planting of Bengal occurred under 
favorable auspices and the indications 
for spring planting of other grades are 
good. 
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THE NEW GERMAN TARIFF. 

An analysis of the tariff bill intro- 
duced in the Reichstag last month by 
the German government shows the 
most important features to be an in- 
crease of rateson cereals and other 
food products, which is intended 
to guard German §agriculturalists 
against American and Russian com- 
petition. According to the bill the 
Federate Council is entitled to allow 
the free importation of such mineral 
oil as is desired for refining and distil- 
ling in Germany, under the condition 
that the products when brought into 
circulation in that country are to be 
treated like foreign products. The in- 
tended higher duty on American petro- 
leum barrels is not mentioned. 

This is an advance in the protective 
policy upon which the government en- 
tered in 1879, after enjoying a system 
of moderate free trade for nearly half 
acentury. The present bill entirely 
alters the tariff of 1879, an inciease of 
duty being proposed on over two 
hundred articles, most of which is con- 
siderable. The scheme affects for the 
most part the more common and nec- 
essary articles, though luxuries do not 
escape the increased rates. 

—————= 

THE market for bichromate of pot- 
ash declined last week one half of a 
cent from the regular quotations and 
is now obtainable at ten cents. This 








is the first change in the price of this 
dyestuff since March 10, 1884, and is to 
be attributed to the accumulation of 
stocks, the competition of a new manu- 
facturer and low values for bichromate 
of soda. That potash has been hold- 
ing its own, is evidenced by the steady 
imports of the past three years which 
have aggregated about 1,000 tons for 


—_ year, with the largest showing in 
1884.

The Everett Glass Works, Everett, Bedford 
county, Pa,, will start on flint ware in a few 
days. 

Mr. Thomas P. Fiske, of Weston & Fiske, ar- 
rived home on Saturday frum a tour of the 
South. 


Brodaer, Smith & Co., paper dealers of Chi- 
cago, were buined out on Monday. Loss $200,- 
000, insurance $125,000. 

The flint glass factory of Kearns, & Gorsuch, 
Zanesville, O., has started up, affording em- 
ployment to fifty or sixty men and boys. 

Getsinger & Son, of Bridgeton, N. J., will 
start making green glassware soon. They de- 
sign turning their old plate factory into a bot- 
tle house. 


The flint glass factory at Ottawa, Iil., ex- 
pects to be shut down in a few days for tho 
season. It is probable their bottle furnace will 
start up, however. 


Among those who returned home on Monday 
by the Aurania, after quite an extended trip, 
was Mr. J. Fitzpatrick, the well known glass 
importer of this cit;. 


Charles Price & Co.’s oil mills at Belvedere, 
Kent, England, were destroyed by fire on Mon- 
day. The loss will be £200,000. The mills were 
the largest in England. 


Proposals for the purchase of veterinary 
medicines and instruments will be received at 
the Quartermaster’s office, U.S. Army, corner 
Houston and Greene streets, this city, until 
April 18. 


At the Maritime Exchange the opinion is 
generally expressed that a war between Eng- 
land and Russia would have an immediate and 
wonderfully stimulating effect upon our ex- 
port trade. 


Mr. John S. Eakins, who for many years has 
been connected with the paint business in New 
Y ork, has opened an office on his own account 
at 133 Water street for the sale of French and 
American ‘Ochers. 


Lovering, Gooding & Co., of Boston, Mass., 
manufacturers of French mirror plates and 
glass dealers and importers have failed, with 
reported liabilities of $20,(00; assets nominally 
in excess of liabilities. 

A. & D. H. Chambers will enlarge their glass 
factory at McKeesport, Pa., to double its pres- 
ent size: At present they consist of ten pots. 
The addition will be sixteen pots, and natural 
gas introduced as fuel. 


A short time ago a Richmond dealer in tan- 
ning materials is said to have predicted that 
five sumac mills would probably be destroyed 
by fire in the course of the season, Three have 
already been burned. 


The representative of a well-known oil com- 
pany was present at the recent Cincinnati con- 
vention of tanners and sought to introducea 
paraffine among the tanners as a substitute for 
other materials in finishing leather. 


Messrs. Charras & Co. announce in another 
column that they will, from the 26th ult., be 
represented in this city by their senior, Mr. P. 
E. Charras, having cancelled their power of at- 
torney hitherto held by Mr. Albert Vilbois 


The three large exclusive wholesale drug 
stores report an increased trade for the past 
year, sales reaching the handsome sum of 
$750,000, being about fifteen per ceut increase 
over previous year.—Memphis Mercantile Ex~ 
change Report. 


A bill has been presented in the Pennsylvania 
legislature, for the incorporation and regula- 
tion of natural gas companies. This bill meets 
a recent Supreme Court decision that the Cor- 
poration Act of 1874 does not cover the char- 
tering of such companies. 


It is said that a proposition was submitted to 
President Cleveland last Saturday by Dr. de 
Meza, on behalf of the United States of Colum- 
bia, having reference to the acquirement by 
the United States of commercial supremacy in 
the South American States. 

The Dyewood Company’s works on its wharf 
on Border street, East Boston, caught fire Sat~ 
urday afternoon, and about three quarters of 
the building was destroyed, with stock, stores, 
&c. The loss will reach $70,000, which is cov- 
ered by an insurance of $77,000. 

The Boston Dyewood and Chemical Co., of 
106 and 108 Milk street, has advised its patrona 
by postal card that only one mil) was partial) 
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destroyed by the recent fire and with the re- 
maining mills in operation the company is in 
position to supply promptly all ordersas usual. 

The Milwaukee Art Glass Manufacturing Co. 
has filed articles of association with the Secre- 
tary of State, the capital stock being $500,000, 
divided into 50,000 shares. The object is to 
manufacture glassware, and the incorporators 
are G. B. Goodwin, J. H. Edwards and J. C. 
DeVoy. 

Mr. P. Schulze-berge,"of P. Schulze-berge & 
Koechel returned last week by the Fulda, 
after a stay of several months in Europe. He 
is in exvellent health and spirits, despite the 
tales of depression in the aniline industry that 
have everywhere met him during his stay 
abroad. 

Tbe Union Paint Company, of Newark, of 
which Mr Peter T. Austin is president, is put- 
ting its novelty metal! paint, elastic black roof 
paint, and union metallic red, on the market 
with much success, the quality of the paints 
having secured many commendations from 
consumers. 

Sealed proposals, in duplicate, for supplying 
the medical department of the army with med- 
ical and hospital supplies, will be received at 
the U.S, Army Medical Purveying Depot, No.

The Passiac Agricultural Chemical Works, 
of which complaint had been made because an 
adorous fertilizer composed of bone black and 
other ingredients had been stored in a ware- 
house at Nos. 90 and 92 River street, Cleveland, 
has been requested by the Board of Health to 
discontinue storing on the premises named 
after May 1. 

The managers of the Franklin Institute in 
Philadelphia have decided to hold, during the 
fall of the present year, an exbibition to be de- 
voted as their announcement declares “to such 
recent inventions, improvements and discover- 
ies in the sciences, arts and manufactures, as 
may be deemed worthy of the name, the place 
and the occasion. 

The Pharmaceutical Examining Beard of 
Philadelphia caused warrants to be issued for 

the arrest of several drugyists, charged with a 
violation of the pharmacy act of 1872. J. F. 
Hays, secretary of the board, says that the 
number of ignorant persons engaged in the il« 
legal sale of powerful drugs in Philadelphia is 
alarmingly large, and that the board intends to 
push these test cases and make the offenders 
pay $100 every week they continue to break 
the laws. 

Thursday morning a fire broke out in the dry 
klin ot the Michigan Carbon Works, at Rouge- 
ville, near Debray, Mich. The klins, boneblack 
building, the fertilizer building, and at least 
two-thirds of the bone shed are entirely de- 
stroyed. The entire west end of the works was 
saved. The owners say they cannot yet tell the 
loss, but it is estimated at $150,000. The works 
were insured for $85,000. The fire was caused 
by an exp!xosion of gas in the kiln room. The 
works will be rebuilt insmediately. 


The death of Mr. Carl Merck, of Darmstadt, 
in the sixty-second year of his age, on the first 
of this month, is reported. The deceased was 
for many years the mercantile manager of the 
famous chemical factory at Darmstadt, founded 
by his father and carried on with such great 
success by himself and two brothers, only one 
of whom, Mr. W. Merck, survives him. The 
business is now so extensive that thirty clerks, 
a8 Many chemists and warehousemen, and seve- 
ral hundred workmen are employed. 

Shippers and commercial men generally have 
been excited by the news cabled from London 
concerning the call for troops by the Queen. 
Said a leading steamship man: “This will nec- 
essarily draw off a number of regular liners to 
transport troops. The tramps will be called 
home to carry supplies and material of war. If 
war really should be declared it would be the 
salvation of our merchant marine. With the 
English employed in fighting, American sailors 
will recover some of their lost trade.” 

A fire occurred Thursday night at Harries 
Station, five miles east of Dayton, O., and de- 
stroyed the oil mill, elevator, and a number of 
other buildings of the Ohio Linseed Oil Com. 
pany. The fire originated in the ol mill frum 
an explosion. The mill contained costly ma- 
chinery, 800 barrels of linseed oil, and 40,000 
bushels of flaxseed. An elevator containing 30,- 
000 bushels of flaxseed, and a grist mill, an ice- 
house and a two-story brick dwelling are all in 
ruins. Ihe loss is $125,000, partly insured. 


Mr. John Teagle, of Scofield, Shurmer & Tea- 
gle, paid the REPORTER a very pleasant call on 
the occasion of a brief visit tothe city last 
week. Mr. Teagle is among the most enter- 
prising men iu the petroleum refining business, 
and his firm, in spite of all the adverse circum- 
stances with which it has had to contend, has 
pushed itself to the front rank of refiners, with 
a varied line of products of unsurpassed ex- 
cellence. His views of the petroleum industry 
at present are by no means discouraging. 

When Mr. Edye, of Funch, Edye & Co., was 
asked if the prospect of war in Europe had had 
any effect on shipping,he said that freight rates 
to European ports had not yet been affected. 
There isan ainple supply of tonnage here for 
the ordinary demand. In case of actual hostil- 
ities, however, eyery dealer on the other side 
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of grain or provisions, and there would be a 
demand for ships which could not be supplied 
immediately, and those ships which were ready 
to load could obtain their own figures. 


Oil refiners, manufacturers and compound- 
ers will find a rare opportunity to obtain stills. 
boilers, tanks, pumps, pipe, and other fittings 
for their works at the auction sale of the plant 
of the EKlizabethport Paraffine Works on Mon- 
day next.

We regret to chronicle the loss by fire of 
the new linseed oil mill at Harshmansvile, near 
Dayton, O., which was entirely destroyed on 
the 26th ult. This mill, opearated by the Ohio 
Linseed Oil Co., was erected a few months since 
by Messrs. Wood, Archer & Co., of Dayton, and 
was a model of its kind,no expense having 
been spared to make it perfect. The Secretary, 
Mr. Geo. Archer, being absent in Michigan, it is 
impossible at present to ascertain the exact 
loss. It is reported that the will contained 
about 8,000 bushels of seed and 50) barrels of oil. 
Captain Wood States his estimate of the loss as 
$35,000. 

The site for the new glass works which was 
located a few months ago, west of the window 
glass house on Chestnut street, Ottawa, IIl,, 
will in the course of the summer have a build- 
ing 100 feet wide and 200 feet long constructed 
thereon. The foundation has been partially 
laid and the material is all on the ground ready 
for building as soon as the weather will per- 
mit. The structure will be one of the largest 
inthe west. The superstructure will be of 
brick with stone basement. The roof will bea 
timbered truss sheeted with iron, The height 
from ground to cupola will be 66 feet, These 
works are being put up by E. de la Chupelle & 
Co., owners of the La Bastie glass works of 
South Brooklyn, whose representative was in 
Ottawa recently. He says that the works will 
be in operation by September next. 


Of all the Presidential nominations sent in on 
Monday, none will more interest merchants in 
New York who have business with the Ap- 
praiser’s office than the selection of Mr. Lewis 
McMullen to be Appraiser of the Port in place 
of Appraiser Ketchum. Mr. McMullen was 
recommended for the place very strongly by 
Mr. A. 8. Hewitt and many well-known Civil- 
Service reformers of perhaps equal influence 
with the Administration. It 1s understood that 
Mr. McMullen, who is and has been for thirty- 
three years an examiner of merchandise in the 
Appraiser’s office, has never been able to secure 
promoiion because he was a Democrat, yet he 
was retained in consequence of his ability and 
experience. Mr. Manning regards it as an ap- 
pointment made in the line of Civil-Service re- 
form, and is one that is justified by the need of 
exchange in the administration of the Apprais- 
er’s office. 

“During the past fifteen years,’’ says the 
Norfolk Virginian, “cottonseed and its pro- 
ducts have become an important item in the 
export trade of the country, and it is with re- 
gret that we fail to find any mention of oil 
cake or cottonseed oil arnong the exports of 
this port. It would only be fair to assume that 
if we control, as we do, at least 6 per cent of 
the cotton exports of this country, we should, 
through the same means, contro! a large pro- 
portion of the cottonseed products exported. 
The exports of oil cake and cottonseed oil 
during the years 1852-83 84 amounted annually 
to over $7,000,000, and t':e proportion therefore 
for Norfolk should have been at least $50,000 
in value. Cannot our cotton men bring some 
of this business to Norfolk?” [Our contem- 
porary evidently bases its statement of the 
values of exports upon the treasury retnrns, 
which include under head of oil cake, linseed 
cake which constitutes the greater part of the 
shipments.—Epr. O. P. & D. R, 

The Bridgeport Wood Finishing Co., of 40 
Bleecker street, this city, has sent out the fol- 
lowing circular: “Having now our extensive 
works established at New Milford, Conn., near 
abundant mines of raw material of the best 
quality, and with ample facilities for manufac- 
ture, storage and shipping, we have determined 
to remove our chief office from this city to that 
place, to which all correspondence with this 
Company should be addressed, and from which 
all orders will be filled after the end of April of 
this year. By this change consumers and 
dealers will be brought into more direct com- 
munication with the source of supply, with 
advantage to all concerned on the score of 
economy and despatch in the transaction of 
business. Although, after making the change 
above mentioned, we sha!l confine ourselves 
directly to manufacturing and selling at whole- 
sale, we shall continue to have arrangements 
in all the principal cities for supplying, more 
thoroughly than ever before, the demand for 
our products,” 


The vein of salt struck last week upon the 
farm near Clifton Springs, N, Y., has proved 
much more valuable than at first supposed. 
The well has been sunk 20 feet further into the 
ground, and is now 685 feet deep, Instead of 
the vein of solid salt being 20 feet in thickness, 
as suppoi%ed at first, it has been found to he 28 
feet thick, To the depth of 635 feet the geo- 
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logical formations are reported to be the same 
as at Syracuse and Liverpool, N. Y. During 
the past two days great quantities of brine 
have been pumped from the well and numer- 
ous experiments have been performed upon 
it. A pint of brine has been found to yield 
five ounces of salt of fine quality, and notwith- 
standing the pumping of quantities of brine 
from the vein, there seems to be ne limit to the 
supply, Property owners in the vicinity of 
the salt well are elated at the discovery and 
refuse to sell land except at unusually good 
prices. A stock company of Phelps and Clif- 
ton citizens has been formed, with a capital 
stock of $75,000. Salt works will be built at the 
salt well as soon as possible. 


The Genesee Salt Company, of which James 
Wood of Mount Kisco, N. Y., is president, have 
their works at Pifford, in Livingston County, 
N. Y., abeut thirty miles south of Rochester, 
on the old Genesee Valley Railroad, now 
leased to the Buffalo, New York and Philadel- 
phia Railroad Company. They have two wells 
of about 1,000 feet in depth, and which furnish 
tully saturated brine in sufficient quantities to 
make 5,000 bushels of salt daily, and the com- 
pany expect to produce this much, or more, in 
every twenty-four hours. They make all 
kinds of salt, from the fine table and dairy 
grades to the large white crystals like the well- 
known Turk’s Island salt. The intermediate 
grades are used for curing meat, etc. The salt 
field in Western New York, is of quite recent 
discovery. It was first workedinthe Wyoming 
Valley, about Warsaw, on the Erie Railroad; 
and now it is found to extend under the Gene- 
see Valley and furthereastward. Itis probable 
that it will cause such an increase in the pro- 
duction of American salt as to prevent the im- 
portation of all English salt, of which about 
12,000,000 bushels are now imported annually. 
It wi:l also lessen the price of this universally 
used commodity. In the Genesee Company’s 
wells which were bored last year, the salt bed 
and flowing brine were struck at about 850 feet 
below the surface. The first layer was found 
to be twenty feet in thickness. Then came 
various layers of rock, and then another salt 
bed, aggregating about ninety feet of pure 
salt.—Mount Kisco Weekly. 


~ CORRESPONDENCE. 


A Rejoinder from Mr. Richardson. 


Sr. Louts, March 25, 1885. 
Editor Oru, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

It will be obvious to every gentleman why I 
address this rejoinder to you. I have read 
in your issue of the? 18th inst. what the 
President of the N. W. D. A. designs asa reply 
to my letter which appeared on the 4th. Know- 
ing his method of treating matters in which his 
personal interests are involved, I am not at all 
surprised to find that he has evaded the issue, 
to which his attention was called, almostly en- 
tirely, That this;wandering away from the sub- 
ject matter may proceed no further, I will here 
brietly sammarize my letter. 

First.—It made a clear statement of what the 
Rebate plan was--its conditions, requirements 
and compromises. 

Second.—It recited,in the most general way,a 
few of the evasions which premeate it and are 
wearing away its life. In other words, I parti- 
ally diagnosed the complaints that are trans- 
forming it into a sham. 

Third.—It called upon those in authority to 
proceed to have it enforced. 

I distinctly stated that I was only asking that 
the terms and intentions of the plan should be 
faithfully adhered to in letter and in spirit by 
all classes of dealers, in which case it would 
have my adherance and support as heretofore, 
but if this was not done, It would not. 

I averred that I knew, he knew and that 
every other dealer knew that evasions offen- 
sively premeated the whole trade, (concerning 
this statement I shal] have more to say further 
on). My letter closes with the plain assertion 
that my sole object was to ask the enforcement 
of the Rebate plan. 

I give this compendium of my /etter in order 
that the reader who may not have it before him 
shall not fail to understand the issue we have 
before us, and to prevent our president, who 
seems to be disposed to be diffusive, from scat- 
tering himself unnecessarily around. 

Recollecting then, these conditions of the af- 
fair, I proceed in my necessary rejoinder. 

The question I have raised in my letter isnot 
“Shall the Rebate plan go?’’ but something en- 
tirely different, viz: “Shall the Rebate plan be 
enforced?” To manufacture the first of these 
questions and proceed to argue therefrom, is 
an adroit expedient of the gentleman to ¢stab- 
lish some basis of hisown from which he can 
argue atall. Of course, my contention rests 
upon the notorious fact that the principles and 
requirements of the plan are now being, to a 
greater or less extent, evaded. Let me now 
glanee at the road he has cut out for himself, 
tu evade the true issue and find semblance of 
ground for his so-called reply. 

In the very outset he makes a mis-statement 
of the actual facts regarding my statement of 
evasions, in order to incite the trade against 
me and gain theirfavor for himself. I have 
been speaking as a man speaks to men of whom 
I entertain opinions that place them far above 
the low level to which he fain would assign 
them, and I reassert all I have ever said in 
their favor. As a class there 1s none that 
stands higher, but there is room for improve- 
ment even here; will any one deny that there 





is? I tell them that the purchase of rebate 
goods for division on any terms whatever, in 
my opinion, is an evasion of the plan. Some 
of them I know, believe it is not, and there are 
some lI believe who deny that] such purchase 
and division is made. To them I say that these 
evasions are so generally known that the very 
air is laden with them, and the case comes into 
the court on the common law ground of 
“common notoriety.”” Many of the men who 
make alternate purchases and divide them on 
previous agreement, do not deny it themselves. 
Where then, comes in the aspersion? Evidently 
it cannot come in at all. 

Again, ‘the many” whom he ayers befeve 
that allI desire is that contracts made with 
proprietors shall be strictly adhered to, and 
that I will be satisfied with that, have grasped 
the precious truth in all its healthy bearings. 
Had his inclination allowed him to follow their 
wise example, and which is the right and logi- 
cal way, how soon all differences could have 
been settled and white-winged peace have as- 
serted her sway. But that is not what the 
good man desires, if we are to judge by the 
course he pursues. When he says “all this 
change (up to this time of writing there has 
been no change at all.—R.) has taken place ap- 
parently within the last six months, and prob- 
ably since my election to the presidency of the 
N. W. D. Association,” he diverts what was a 
question of general interest to the trade into a 
personal conflict between us. So, as this letter 
goes on, I shall endeavor to meet his demands, 

The truly good man points out to me the 
long regulation road by which the minutiz of 
evasion is to be traced out and exposed—vol- 
unteers to inform me that I knew all about it, 
which I did, and asks me with evident pleasure 
why I did not travel therein. For three years 
this nice plan has been followed and, as he tri- 
umphantly asserts, one poor solitary traveler 
has been chased to the wall, summarily kicked 
out and discharged. Magnificent outcome, in- 
deed! It works more like away not to doit. 
My paper was not written to perform any work 
in the way of detection and exposure of the 
minutiz of evasion, but, in the most general 
way possiole in the case, without allowing per- 
sonalities to appear,tu point out their existence 
and call for their suppression, peradventure, 
those in authority were found disposed to 
favor the work. I am sorry to say that “the 
reply” affords me no encouragement whatever. 
It looks as though the plan as evaded suits his 
ends better than it would if it were strictly 
enforced, and I have every reason to believe 
that it does. 

To deny that evasions exist is as futile as to 
claim that the sun gives no light, or that hu- 
man eyes were not made to see with. Our as- 
sociation was formed among many other good 
things, *'to remove by concert of action all 
evils and customs that are against good policy 
and sound business principles,’’ and is it not 
my right and my duty, as well as that of every 
member of our body, to openly call for reform? 
Who will deny that it is? 

Tne President complains that I published my 
letter away off in New York in the OIL, PAINT 
AND DrRvuG REPORTER, andI answer that I did 
so in orderthat it might reach the wholesale 
drug trade,most.or all,of whom,are its patrons, 
and that his reply might enjoy the benefit of 
the same wide circulation. I have nothing to 
conceai in this matter, and only desire to speak 
plainly and openly toall. Again, he intimates 
that I should have addressed some party other 
than the President of the N.W. D. Association, 
not seeming to be aware that he amounts to a 
factor in the case. I didso out of considera- 
tion foi the office he occupies, and if he shall, 
by scrupulous adherence to his agreements and 
by open and manly business methods, leaa the 
association onward and upward in its career, I 
shall be more than repaid for my condescen- 
sion. 

Again, he rambles away off and recites the 
magnificent work done by the committee 
which visited proprietors in the interests of the 
association and for the furtherance of the re- 
bate plan; tells what eloquent and effective 
arguments were used and the promises that 
were made to relieve them from temporary 
embarrassments and entanglements in carry- 
ing out the plan. Does he not know that I 
was one of that committee, and that I am fully 
aware of all ite proceedings? That I took an 
active part in the work that was done, and 
occupied something more than the place 
of an isolated cipher in their labors? He has 
on more than one occasion admitted that I did. 
And now, let me inquire who is asking propri- 
etors to go into the detective business and be- 
come informers in the premises? I have not 
done so; and now that I am on the subject I 
might as well say, once for all, that it will be 
the work of others than myself if I should en- 
gage initinthe future. It is in this particu- 
lar circumstance that men, for reasons that are 
obvious to all,are unwilling to make them 
selves detectives and informers, which consti- 
tutes the chief weakness in the rebate plan. 
Again, and in reply to another question, I say 
that the trade will not gain anything by are 
turn to the ways of former times. I have not 
asked them to do so, and for the life of me I 
am unable to discover why the question is 
asked in the furtherance of honest intentions. 
There is no likelihood of his getting to the 
bottom of the operation in Pozzoni’s powder, 
though he is striving with all his might (?), 
and the whole affair occurred directly under his 
nose. 

Sure enough, the rebate plan was a compros 
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mise between the large and smaller dealers— 
quanties were made small in the interests of 
the latter, and no division of purchases allowed 
on any terms in the interests of the former, as 
an offset. | have pointed out in another place 
how in these particulars the whole plan is eva- 
ded by smaller dealers, and transformed into a 
sham. 

T have no doubt but that Powers & Weight- 
man, and Rosengarten & Sons, for that matter, 
know how to attend to their own affairs; 
though not long since our good president was 
very anxious to give them a few lessons in the 
matter of conducting their business; and, be- 
cause the Richardson Drug Company would 
not join him (for reasons satisfactory to them- 
selves) in an agreement to hold their quinine 
and morphia at a price that would enable him 
to easily introduce that of Boebringer & Son, 
(whose agent he then claimed to be) attempted 
to hurl the whole association. body and 
breeches, upon the firm in question. The 
members of the association did} not respond, to 
any appreciable extent, to this exaggerated 
influence and irresistable power wielded by the 
president of the National Wholesale Drug As- 
sociation, and so the whole matter fell lifeleas 
to the ground. I might remark here, referring 
to another clause in his letter, that this too oc- 
curred within six months after he was elected 
president of the N. W. D. Association. 

Some observations are also made regarding 
the views and expressions of the manager of 
our establishment, all outside of the issue be- 
fore us, which I will leave to the young man 
himeelf to deal with, as may suit his conveni- 
ence and pleasure, remarking, however, that 
we do not entertain identical views regarding 
the rebate plan. 

My good friend now comes to the defense of 
the proprietors from an attack which, as I have 
made none, he must have made or intends to 
make himself, and assures them that 99 per 
cent of the trade, and 95 per cent. of the whole 
volume of business is with them: My experi- 
ence with these gentlemen isof a kind that con- 
vinces me that they are amply able to take care 
of themselves with even a much smaller per 
cent. of auxiliaries than the gentleman sees fit 
to assign them; but as he, clearly, is aiming, in 
his proverbially sinister way, to place me (in 
the shape and size of one per cent) among their 
enemies, or rather, as their only enemy, I beg 
leave here and now to assert that the good man 
has again «one wrong, and that I am wholly 
and entirely with them, which converts his 
faulty fraction of 99 per cent. into a clean, 
beautiful and perfect 100, and carries along 
with it the rounded,up volume of trade. 


And now I approach the grand effort and 
climax of the actual President of the National 
Wholesale Drug Association of the United 
States of North America. He undoubtedly 
summoned to his aidallthe powers that God 
and Nature had bestowed upon him, superadd- 
ing thereto the rich acquirements of a long life 
devoted to treading the sinuosities of this 
wicked business world, before finally precipi- 
tating himself upon me in the following sum- 
mary manner. He says, ‘In your last para- 
grapb you state ‘I know, you know, and every 
other dealer knows, that they offensively per- 
meate the whole trade,’ meaning evasions. To 
this I beg to reply that 1 do not know, you do 
not know, nor does every other dealer know 
they permeate the whole trade, because it is 
imply not true.” 

Right here and now I have to ask you and 
your readers not to precipitately rush to the 
conclusion that I am about to throw off the 
attributes of a gentleman and follow the ex- 
aple of the chief officer of our association, in 
responding to his bold assertion. I simply 
reiterate that I know, he knows and every 
dealer knows that evasions offensively per- 
meate the whole trade, and that he is mistaken 
in his assertions regarding them. He contra- 
dicta what he believed himself. I am sure he 
is not so ignorant in this direction as‘ he fain 
would make us believe, for if he was, how are 
we to account for the two accusations that he 
has brought in writing against my own house 
within the past ten days, even while engaged 
in penning his denial? A man who has any 
knowledge of business here in the West, (of 
course, all of'my statements apply only to the 
territory over which my business extends) and 
makes such assertions of ignorance regarding 
the matter, only makes himself ridiculous in 
thy eyes of all whom he addresses. 


No doubt there are some who take particular 
pains to avoid seeing what they well know is 
going on, They remind me of a circumstance 
that occurred in the divorce suit of “Bardell 
vs. Pickwick.”” Samuel Weller was on the 
stand. During the proceedings some ejacula- 
tion was made by the elder Weller which dis- 
turbed the mind of the court, and an arrest 
was ordered. Samuel had recognized the voice, 
and admitted that it was his father, but when 
he was asked if he saw him, he directed his 
mild suggestive eyes upon the lantern directly 
over his head in the roof of the house, and 
blandly replied “I do not, your Honor.” (I 
quote from memory.) 

So far as he alludes to my surroundings and 
the influence that comes from them, I deem it 
my duty toremind him that these things are 
exclusively my own. 

Iam happy to be able to agree with him in 
his expressions of confidence regarding pro- 
prietors as well as with the various committees 
he mentions, but when he comes forward and 
promises them his powerful aid in their work, 
my experience with him, running ever several 








years, during which many agreements have 
been made with him and almost immediately 
forgotten by him to bis gain and my disadvant- 
age,I have to draw the line, and leave him 
outside, among the uncertain quantities in the 
equation. Besides, I have here also to remind 
him that having positively asserted my state- 
ments in this direction to be falsehoods, he has 
closed his own mouth from further participa- 
tion in the case and ruled bimself out of the 
court, and so I have to bid him a reluctant fare- 
well. 

In closing this letter, Mr. Editor, as far as it 
relates to my “ thousand-mile” neighbor I wish 
to say that I heartily concur with his closing 
request that he may not again be called upon 
to write letters to me through the Or, PAINT 
AND DrvG REPORTER. Have the kindness to 
join me in allowing him to follow his own 
sweet will in the premises. 

But, Mr. Editor, I cannot stop here, and I am 
quite sure it is your own fault that I have to 
goon. That heading to your editorial (written 
on my innocent little letter asking that the re- 
bate plan be enforced), ‘‘Must the Rebate Plan 
Go?” has had the same effect upon some of my 
friends that a red flag, waved in his face, has 
upon a wild Texas steer. They seem to have 
read these startling words and rushed to the 
conclusion that the remainder of the contents 
of the O11, Parnt AND DrvuG REPORTER, in- 
cluding the adve:tisements, was devoted to the 
slaughtering of the rebate plan in its whole 
and in sections, and they have come for me on 
this mistaken idea. Even my old friend, Mr, 
Hinchman, sees blood on the face of the moon 
and joins in the uncalled for outcry. 


When some time ago, plain Mr. Meyer went 
confessedly wrong and pronounced us alla 
poor lot, with the exception of Mr. Hinchman, 
he paid hima higk compliment indeed, but it 
is no proper justification for imputing to me 
opinions I have never expressed, or sentiments 
I do not entertain, and I have to charge him 
with disingeniousness when he gives fullawing 
to his fancy and sets up a man of straw toshow 
how easily itcan be knocked down; and now 
let me assure him that he is entirely mistaken 
inimputing to me antagonism. to the rebate 
plan. But, if its effigy is set up in its place, I 
shall decline to worship the shadow. Mr. Hinch- 
man gratuitously interprets my move made 
in our lastsOctobergconvention to revise the 
list of articles now sold under the rebate plan 
as a sinister attuck thereon. I was only follow- 
ing the road pointed out by chairman Daniel 
Myers in his report made in Deimonico’s hall 
in 1883; he says that “ hereafter only leading 
articles should be received on the contract 
plan” that “we are loaded down with articles 
of slow sale,”’ and that “‘ time may develop the 
wisdom of a general weeding out, to insure the 
healtLy growth of the system.’’ I was only 
aiming to'put this part of his able report into 
practical operation he and I both were moving 
in the way of practical reform. Mr. Hinch- 
man’s inferences are, therefore, plainly unfair. 

Mr, M. N. Kline seems not to have beenso 
far misled by the caption ‘Must the Rebate 
Plan go?” as to stray far away from the true 
issue, but still seems to think that it is my way 
of going back on the rebate plan. Allow me 
to kindly assure him that my words should be 
taken to mean exactly what they say. At the 
risk of many repetitions I wish him to fully un- 
derstand that your humble correspondent is 
stilla rebate man. Until the drug business be- 
comes much more{remunerative he must, how- 
ever, excuse me from an introduction to his 
millionaire friends, and, admitting his kind in- 
tentions, I beg him to allow me to decline. 

So, too, my old friend, Mr. Geo. A. Kelly, 
Chairman of our Committee on Proprietary 
Good, has shown himself somewhat alarmed, 
and has sent out a circular to the trade, in 
which he declares that he regards the present as 
a critical time in its(the rebate plan) history. 
Mr. Kelly is a reasonable man, and if he will 
stop a moment to consider, he will undoubtedly 
see that it lies with proprietors alone to con- 
tinue or discontinue the plan in accordance 
with their interests or pleasure. No one or ten 
dealers can do much to destroy it. I have had 
the pleasure of assuring Mr. Kelly in reply to 
his circular, that I neartily endorse it in its 
whole and in its details,and point out to him 
that he has gone after it the wrong way. No 
matter how many may assure him that the Re- 
bate plan works well and that they know of 
few if any evasions. It will only answer in the 
affirmative the question I asked in my first let- 
ter. “Is it possible that this evil is so widely 
extended that it actually stifles exposure?” 
The cealers end of the Rebate plan is rapidly 
rotting off and the end held by Proprietors will 
soon be all there is left. 

I have thus briefly noticed two or three let- 
ters which I find in your issue of the 11th inst., 
but should more appear in your columns, as 
most likely will occur, I shall not deem it my 
duty to give them a special reply. 

Apologizing to you for the space I am taking 
in your paper, and expressing the hope that 
the O, P. & D. R. will not become so popular 
with the public by reason of this discussion as 
to dispense with the family Bible for daily pe-

Meaning of the Naval Stores Resolu- 
tions. 
NEw York, March 30, 1885. 
Editor OL, PAINT AND DrRvuG REPORTER: 

As very erroneous interpretations were 

spread abroad by the Associated Press dispatch- 
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es and the New York papers, or some of them, 
as tothe intent and object of the meeting of 
New York naval stores dealers to “oorrect cer- 
tain abuses and fraudulent practices” and as 
not only the spirit, but words of the meeting 
were incorrectly reported and published, I ask 
a@ small space in your columns tostate the mat- 
terin its true light. The following dispatch 
went out as news through the Associated press 
department on the night of 25th inst: 

“Ata meeting of the naval stores trade to- 
day, areport was heard from the committee 
in regard to devising some means of checking 
the fraudulent practice which prevails among 
jobbers in Savannah, Ga., Wilmington, N. C., 
and Charleston, 8. C., of altering marks put by 
Southern inspectors of rosin and spirits of tur- 
pentine to indicate the quality and quantity of 
the barrels, a resolution was adopte appealing 
to the Southern exchanges to have these frauds 
stopped by legislation.” 

The above erroneous news item has subject- 
ed the New York naval stores trade to consid- 
erable criticism, and if it were true the criti- 
cism would be merited, 

The facts are that the abuses and fraudulent 
practices complained of do exist, and have pre- 
vailed tosuch an extent that honest dealers, 
who sold honest grades of rosin, have been un- 
able to compete with those who sold one grade 
and delivered another of inferior quality, and 
found it necessary a year ago to adopt a trade- 
rule in ourexchange, restraining and prevent- 
ing New York store inspectors and storage 
men from erasing or changing grade marks on 
barrels, or allowing it to be done while in their 
possession. We found this only partially rem- 
edied the evil, for those who desired could 
have the grade marks erased or changed 
after purchase, by their agents in Savannah. 
You can see by this our resolutions were not 
intended to cast a stigma on Savannah or 
Southerr naval stores merchants and dealers 
but to prevent practices by certain deulers 
here as well as certain dealers there, and to de- 
stroy the means and opportunity there as we 
have to a large extent destroyed them here. In 
the next place, we did not adopt one general 
resolution for all the markets South, but 
adopted three separate and distinct resolutions 
to correct three distinct evils, one sent to Sa- 
vannah to prevent changing of grade marks on 
barrels after rosin had been graded, and finding 
no fault in the Inspectors’ grading there, 
another sent to Charleston asking for licensed 
inspectors of rosin who could be held responsi- 
ble for their grading of rosin, instead of inspec- 
tors being, as they are now ssid to be, merely 
the employes of sellers, and hence working in 
their interest solely. The appointment of an 
arbitration committee to settle disputes as to 
grade was also asked for, as the only evil com- 
plained of in this market was overgrading by 
inspectors. 

A third communication, to the Produce Ex- 
change of Wilmington, had no reference to 
rosin, but was intended to correct overgauging 
of spirits of turpentine by Wilmington inspec- 
torsand gaugers, as there has been general 
complaint of failure of Wilmington gauges to 
“hold out” when tested in other markets, and 
many dealers there complain as seriously of the 
evil,and feel the necessity of a remedy, as 
we do, 

Above is the substance of the separate com- 
munications and no general complaint against 
Southern dealers as a class, as implied by cer- 
tain published statements, was made or intend- 
ed. On the contrary, | take pleasure in stating 
personally, and think I state the sentiment of a 
majority of our trade, that I think in honor 
and fair dealing a great majority of the naval 
stores merchants in the cities named will com- 
pare favorably with those in the same line of 
trade or any other trade, anywhere, There are 
unscrupulous dealers there and here, and it is 
the object of honest dealers here—and we have 
no doubt the honest dealers South will co-ope- 
rate with us—to devise means to stop the 
chances for fraud. 

I trust this corrected statement of the res- 
olutions and objects of our meeting may be as 
widely made known as the erroneous state- 
ments they are intended to refute,

Kerr had many friends and acquaintances 
in this city. He built upa large oil business 
and afterwards sold out to the Standard Oil 
Company. 

The treacherous white sand pools foam and 
intoxicate producers. In August ’82 Cherry 
Grove alone produced nearly 25,000 barrels a 
day. The output now is about 400 barrels. This 
confession causes a blush to steal over the face 
of the Warren oil producer who once boasted 
80 mightily. 

The Centra! Pacific Railroad Company is 
making arrangements to burn petroleum, or 
earth oil, to make steam for the shops at Sac- 
ramento, Cal., instead of wood and coal.

Some time since a committee of the Produce 
Exchange was appointed to consider the feasi- 
bility of effecting a union between the Consoli- 
dated Stock and Petroleum Exchange and the 
former body. Mr. A. E. Orr, of David Dows & 
Co., was the leading exponent of the idea, 
which was considered at several meetings of 
the committee without reaching any practical 
result. Finally the conclusion was reached 
that there was no use in debating the subject 
further, and a resolution was adopted asking 
the Board of Managers to dissolve the commit- 
tee. A proposition to approve a proposal to 
rent a certain portion of the tioor of the Pro- 
duce Exchange, ata certain price, for the occu- 
pancy of the Petroleum Exchange was not en- 
tertained. 


CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


Althea root, cut into small pieces, is free of 
duty, under decision 6,388, and T. I., new, 636. 
(Letter to the Collector of Customs at New 
York.) 

So-called soda water, labeled “Club Soda,”’ is 
dutiable at 30 per cent. ad valorem under T. I., 
new, 38, which provides for “all imitations of 
natural mineral waters and all artificial wnineral 
waters.” (Letter to the Collector of Customs at 
Philadelphia.) 

Sage leaves in a crude state are not edible 
within the meaning of paragraph 636, T. I., 
new, but are free of duty thereunder. (Letter 
to the Collector of Customs at Philadelphia.) 

The regulations of May 2, 1884, contained in 
Decision 6,327, governing the transit of Cana- 
dian goods through the territory of the United 
States, which required that a manifest or in- 
voice in triplicate, describing the merchandise 
and showing the value of each article con- 
tained in such cars, shall be filed, is amended 
so as to require the manifest and invoice to 
specify by description, number, character of 
contents and value of each package contained 
in the car, instead of an itimized statement re- 
garding each article. (Letter to the Collector of 
Customs at Detroit.) 

Article 741 of the Regulations is amended so 
as to require that the “certificate of delivery 
for canceling transportation bond” (form No. 
156) be issued in duplicate—one copy to be de- 
livered to the party making entry, and the 
other to be forwarded by mail to the Collector 
or other chief officer of the Customs at the port 
of withdrawal. (Circular to the Collectois and 
other officers of the customs.) 


Dried leaves of the ixle plant (a species of 
the American aloe), pressed and baled, are ex- 
emptfrom duty, under paragraph 636, T. I.. 
new. [Letter to J. Jurenet, New Orleans, La.] 


Opalescent glass, or rolled cathedral glass, 
used in the manufacture of stained glass win- 
dows, is entitled to classification as rolled or 
rough plate glase, dutiable according to its di- 
mensions and not as a manufacture of glass 
not otherwise provided for, [Letter to collec- 
tor of customs at Chicago.] 


MISCELLAN EOODS. 


History of New York’s Petroleum 
Exchanges. 


Up to March New York supported two rival 
Petroleum Exchanges. The rivals are rivals 
no longer. On March Ist, of this year of grace 
the two exchanges were wedded, or to speak 
more plainly, were consolidated. Vain efforts 
had been made since 1882 to bring about such a 
desired result. All plans failed except the last, 
which proved a master stroke. Now that the 
two exchanges are one, a history of their origin 
aud phenomenal growth will prove of interest. 
First in order comes the story of the pioneer, 
the New York Petroleum Exchange. 

HISTORY OF THE NEW YORK PETROLEUM EX- 
CHANGE. 


Ox the afternoon of March 15, 1877, a number 
of petroleum brokers met at the office of 
Messrs. Schmitt & Strong, No. 72 Beaver street. 
At that time New York had no regularly or- 
ganized petroleum exchange. The few men 
who dealt in oil transacted their business 
through correspondents at Oil City, which was 
then riding on the topmost wave of oleaginous 
prosperity. Then the great Bradford field, 
with its wonderful and seemingly inexhausti- 
ble black sand pcols, was rocking quietly in 
its cradie. Bullion, long since a relic of the 
greasy past, produced the Jumbos which paral- 
ized the trade in those days. The oily monsters 
of 1877 were “ Big Medicine,” * Big Injun”’ and 
the * Great Leather.’’ The Big Injun started 
off gaily at 3,000 barrels, but like its later day 
brethern in gushing Thorn Creek soon ex- 
hausted itself and ina few weeks after its open- 
ing ceased producing altogether. 

Then the exchanges at Oil City, Titusville, 
Parker, Petrolia and Bradford transacted all 
the business of the country. Mr. 8, F, Strong, 








the present second Vice President of the Con- 
solidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange, was 
an active promoter of the scheme. By some 
he is regarded as the father of the New York 
Petroleum Exchange, and such, in fact, he was. 
At the meeting held March 15, 1877, there were 
present Messrs. H. C. Ohlen, A. W. Bostwick, 
8. F. Strong, R. Schalk, Emil Schilling, James 
F. Hughes, Wm. Jay Ives, H. A. McGee, Julius 
Jahn, W. W. Miller and Charles Schmitz. 

After Mr. Ii. C. Ohlen had been chosen tem- 
porary chairman and Mr. 8. F, Strong, secre- 
tary, the former gentleman stated that the ob- 
ject of the meeting was to organize a petro- 
leum exchange for the purpose of buying and 
selling oil on call. No definite action was 
taken, but Messrs. Ohlen, Schalk and Bostwick 
were appointed as a committee to thoroughly 
investigate the project, with instructions to re- 
port as speedily as possible. Then the petrole- 
um men adjourned. 

When the secretary called the roll at the spe- 
cial meeting held on March 19, there were 15 
responses. They were made by Messrs. Schalk, 
Bostwick Hughes, Schilling, Miller, Schmitt, 
McGee, Babcock (Wright), Ives, Kimball 
(Frank), Mehlen, Jahn, Roudebush (C), Collins 
and Strong. 

Mr. Schalk reported that after numerous con- 
sultations with parties interested in petroleum 
and its products, the committee had decided to 
recommend the organization of a petroleum 
exchange on the basis of a joint stock compa- 
ny. There wereto be 50 shares at $100 each. 
It was also recommended that subscriptions be 
taken for passive members at $25 each, such 
members to have the privilege of the floor but 
not to enjoy the advantages of the active mem- 
bers 1n trading in oil. It was further suggested 
that the subscription committee draw upa 
charter and secure suitable rooms, 

After the report had becn adopted, Messrs. 
Schalk, Ohlen, Bostwick, McGee and Strong 
were chosen as a committee on subscriptions, 
with instructions to frame a charter and by- 
laws, 

Messrs. Hughes, Schilling and Ives were told 
to secure suitable rooms. This ended the 
meeting. 

The members of the embryo exchange met 
again on April 2 to hear the report of the 
committee on the charter. It was read and 
filed. Then the room committee reported that 
it had secured quarters at No. 84 New street 
and No. 131 Pearl street,at a rental of $1,700 per 
annum, The work of the committee was ap- 
proved. The books were closed with 45 ac- 
tive members, the 5 undisposed shares being 
designated as the property of the exchange. 
After appointing Mr. 8. F. Strong treasurer 
pro tem and ordering the payment of 25 per 
cent. on each share of stock, the meeting ad- 
journed. 

At the meeting held on April 9, sixteen sec- 
tions of the charter and by-laws were read, 
modified and adopted. The work was finished 
the next day, after which an adjournment 
was taken to April 12, when the first set of 
vfficers were elected, and the New York Pe- 
troleum Exchange was duly launched on the 
oleaginous voyage of its existance. There was 
considerable strife for the hunor of holding 
the principal offices of the infant exchange. 
At the election 40 votes were cast. The Pres- 
idency was captured by Wm. Jay Ives; H. C. 
Ohlen became First Vice-President, and A.W. 
Bostwick Second Vice-President; H. M. Cur- 
tis fell heir to the Treasurer’s desk, which 
he has retained ever since, while §8. 
F. Strong uaturally became the Secretary and 
Superintendent of the new organization. 

The Directors, who were chosen after a 
lively contest, were Messrs. Emil Schalk, Eu- 
gene Pitou, H. C. Ohien, J. E. Little, A. W. 
Bostwick, Livingston Roe, John Greives and 
F. A. Densmore. 

A few days after Mr. Pitou sent in his resig- 
nation and F. A. Marsily was chosen to fill 
the vacancy. 

On June 19 Mr. Roudebush was added to the 
directory, Mr. Densmore having resigned. 

On the second day of May in the year 1877,the 
New York Petroleum Exchange was opened 
for business. On that day, the quotations were 
as follows: Pipe line certificates, $2 3342 
2 2834; crude in bulk, 85¢@854c; in barrels,11}¢c; 
naphtha, 93¢c; refined oil, 144@l5ic. The first 
sale was made by the late H. C. Ohlen to either 
W.W. Miller or Livingston Hoe. The first 
day’s sales were about 15,000 barrels, 


The opening of New York's first petroleum 
Exchange was commemorated by a banquet at 
Delmonico’s, at which representatives of the 
oil region Exchanges were honored guests. 
There were the usual after dinner festivities, 
including numerous toasts. 

On October 30, 1877, Mr, H. L. Richards passed 
away. His was the first death in the Exchange. 
The hours of the Exchange, which were from 
10a. M.to5p. M., during the tirst few months 
of ite existence, were later changed, the closing 
hour being fixed at4P.mM, On April 28, 1878, 
Oil City’s new Exchange was opened. New 
York was represented. 

The active members at the close of the first 
year were: Emil »chalk, Charlies Schmitt, 8.

The actual transactions in certificates during 
the first year’s history of the Exchange did not 
exceed atany time over 10,000 barrels per day. 
The actual sales during the year at all of the 
exchanges, including Oil City, Titusville, Park- 
er and Bradford, were 5,000,000 barrels. Now 
the sales and resales at this one exchange ag- 
gregate 6,000,000 barrels daily. This shows the 
unexampled growth of petroleum speculation 
in the metropolis. No other speculative com- 
modity ever handied has made history as fast 
as this. 

At the close of 1877 there were about 9,0w 
wells in the regions, producing in the aggregate 
40,000 barrels per day. The stock in the United 
Pipe lines at the same time was 3,127,837 bar- 
rela. 

The second annual meeting was held May 7, 
1879. Atthe election on May 14, the honors 
were distributed as follows—the majority of 
the officers being complimented by a re-elec- 
tion:

In September of the same year a proposition 
was made to consolidate with the New York 
Mining Stock Exchange. It was never carried 
into effect. All efforts made in 1880 to induce 
the United Pipe Lines to open an office in this 
city for the registration of pipe line certificates 
fell through. Asthe business of the Exchange 
grew the need of such an institution became a 
pressing necessity. The Western Union Tele- 
graph Company discriminated against the Ex- 
change, and an independent petroleum tele- 
graph line was talke of. Later, when the 
Western Union came to terms the subject was 
dropped. 

During the year 1878 the following new mem-

During 1878 2989 wells were completed of 
which number 327 were dry. The total output 
of the regions for the year was put at 13,750,000 
barrels. During the same time the exports 
were about 10,000,009 barrels, leaving 3,750,000 to 
swell the ever increasing stocks of the United 
Pipe Lines, which at December's close were 
4,335,300 barrels. 

During 1879 propositions were made and re- 
jected to consolidate with the New York Min- 
ing Stock Exchange. An unsuccessful effort 
was also made to transfer the business of the 
exchange to the floor of the New York Gold 
Rooms. 

In February, 1830, the exchange was removed 
to more commodious quarters at No. 23 Wil- 
liam street. During the third year of its life 
the exchange was officered by the following 
gentlemen:

In 1881 the United Pipe Lines yielded to the 
solicitation of the exchange, which was be- 
coming a powerful body, and established an 
office in this city for the renewal of pipe line 
certificates. It was a prosperuus year in the 
history of the exchange; the membership was 
nearly doubled, while the price of seats ad- 
vanced from $200 to $1,000. 

Mr. Jocelyn resigned as Sevond Vice-Presi- 


dent on January 13, 1881, and C. F. Ackerman 


was appointed to the vacancy. 

Mr. Strong who since the inception of the 
exchange had most acceptably filled the office 
of Superintendent, found his business so press- 
ing that he resigned. His place was filled by 
the election of Rud Huben, the present effi- 
cient incumbent. 

At a meeting of the exchange held March 
19, 1881, President Lincoln appointed a com- 
mittee of five to report a plan of co-operative 
life insurance. The committee made a report 
but no action was taken on it at the time. 

It was during 1880 that associate member- 
sbips were finally abolished.

L H Smith, who had performed yeoman ser- 
vice, was re-elected President. 

W W Miller and C F Ackerman were re- 
elected First and Second Vice Presidents re- 
spectively. 

H M Curtis was returned for his sixth term 
1:8 Treasurer. 

James F Hughes stepped out as Secretary, 
his successor being William Fisher. 

The following Board of Directors was cho- 
sen: J Lombard, Nic Mehlen, C Trube, Geo 
F Gregory, G W Stahl, E W Arnold, F Kim- 
ball, D Goettel, H Robbins, A A Sumner, D 
R Offiey ana J W Copmann. 

As the business grew the necessity for larger 
and more central quarters grew apparent. 
The dingy room on William street was tound 
altogether too small for the purpose. Atan 
adjourned meetiog of the Board of Directors, 
held on September 27 1882, Messrs. L. H. Smith, 
George F. Gregory and Nic Mehlen, were ap- 
pointed a committee to look up and negotiate 
for suitable rooms. Later the committee was 
strengthened by the addition of CC Burke and 
H M Curtis. Two months after this, the com- 
mittee, which had taken plenty of time to 
pursue its investigation, came to the conclu- 
sion to lease the large and airy rooms on the 
first floor in the Welies building, at No. 18 
Broadway, at an annual rental of $14,000. 
After the Exchange had ratified the action of 
the committee and Board of Directors, prepar- 
ations were made for the immediate ramoval 
of the Exchange. The house-warming which 
occurred on December 22, at two o’clock in the 
afternoon, was attended by representatives 
from all the oil boards in existence, The ad- 
dress of welcome was made in Mr. Smith’s 
happiest mood. Since that time the Welles 


building bas been the home of the New York 
Petroleum Exchange. 

On May J, 1883. the Exchange celebrated its 
seventh birthday. President Smith who had 
worked assidously night and day to build up the 
institution made an elaborate address, in which 
he reviewed the phenomenal growth of the 
Exchenge, and also touched upon the situation 
of the market both at home and abroad. In 
that year Cherry Grove astonished the world 
with its oi] Jumbos. The production of the 
region, which in May was estimated at 90,000 
barre]s, rose to 115,000 barrels per day in Au- 
gust and declined to 63,000 barrels when the 
snow flakes fell in December. On July 6, oil 
sold at 49i4c a barrel, On November 6, pro- 
ducers received $1 36 per barre] for their pro- 
duct at the wells The average price for refined 
oil was 7c per gallon, the lowest average price 
ever known up to that time. 

After the Exchange was transferred to 
Broadway it grew with astonishing rapidity. 
There were 201 members when the removal was 
made. In four months time the membership 
was increased to 130. It was in 1882 that oil 
region and home capitalists organized the Sea- 
board Bank. The establishment of this institu- 
tion filled a want long felt in the local oil trade. 

Late in January, 1883, the first clearing house 
was established. During the same year dissat- 
isfled members of the Exckange, broke loose 
from the parent stem and organized the Na- 
tional Petroleum Exchange. Among the 229 
names added to the roll of members were a 
great many from out Of town. They were:

The Exchange entered upon its seventh year 
with a largely increased membership. The 
business had developed into huge proportions. 
No man ever did more for the Exchange than 
LH Smith. He was re-elected to his third term 
by a unanimous vote. 

Mr W H Johnson was chosen first vice-pres- 
ident and D R Offiey, second vice-president. 

Mr H M Curtis had filled the office of treas- 
urer 80 well since the organization of the Ex- 
change, that he was retained, while Mr Wm 
Fisher started in upon his second term as sec- 
retary. 

The directors chosen were C E Orvis, JA 
Waugh, F Kimball, Nic Mehlen, P B Crosby, 
Irving 8 Bernheimer, H L Hotchkiss P B C 
Miller H L Horton, Livingston Roe, 
E K Willard, Josiah Lombard, W H 
Henriques, James L Anthony, J W Cop- 
mann, G R Gibson, F D Stead, F H Cohn, M 
Mitchell and H O Beebe. 


The eighth annual meeting of the exchange 
was held May 6, 1884. At that time there were 
692 actual members. Nominally 800 names 
were enrolled, the difference being represented 
by the original certificates of membership di- 
vided or undivided. The establishment of a 
clearing house and the facilities extended to 
the trade by the Seaboard Bank, gave New 
York’s petroleum interests an immense boom. 
The total ciearances for the year ending May 6, 
1884, were 1,416,332,000 barrels, or a daily aver- 
age of 4,721,000 barrels. The average for the 
first six months of the year was 2,223,000 barrels, 
while the ayerage for the last half of the year 
was 5,000,000 barrels daily. The average daily 
clearances during the first four months of 1884 
were 10,116,000 barrels. During the year there 
were only ten failures. Six of the ten settled 
with their creditors and four were reinstated, 
The year was also marked by the introduction 
of a gratuity fund to provide for the families 
of deceased members.This act was accomplished 
May 19, 1883. At the date of the annual meet- 
ing there were 579 members. Families of de- 
ceased members received $4,000. The trustees 
of the fund are George F Gregory, who was 
elected to serve 5 years, W A Pullman, 4 years; 
Geo H Lincoln, 3 years, Nic Meblen, 2 years 
and Henry A McGee, 1 year. 

On November 30, 1883, Messrs Julius L An- 
thony, Irving 8 Bernheimer, C E Orvis, 8 F 
Strong, Nic Mehlen, Frank Kimball, and L H 
Smith, were appointed as a committee to con- 
sider a proposition to consolidate with the New 
York Mining Stock and National Petroleum 
Exchange. On December Il, the committee 
presented majority and minority reports. 
December 22 a ballot was taken on the ques- 
tion. There were 269 votes cast in favor and 
250 votes against consolidation. One week 
later Messrs L H Smith, 8 F Strong and James 
L Anthony were designated as a special com- 
mittee to confer with a like committe of the 
Mining Board, with the view of arranging de- 
tails and formulating a plan of consolidation. 
The Mining Exchange through its members cast 
an overwhelming vote in favor of the scheme. 
After the Governors of that Exchange had 
wrestled with the problem the subject for the 
time was dropped, and all hopes of consolida- 
tion given up. Early last summer the feasibil- 
ity of adding a stock department to the Ex- 
change was agitated and with such good 
result, that on August 7, 1884, the constitution 
was amended and the title changed to the New 
York Petroleum Exchange & Stock Board. 
The firet call of stocks was made September 22. 
The weekly clearances since that time have 
averaged about 150,000 shares. The business of 
this department is conducted on the plan of 
the London and other European exchanges. 
The stock department has all along been an 
unqualified success. 

The later history of the Exchange is so well 
known to our readers that a casual glimpse of 
the work done will be sufficient. While the 
Produce Exchange was entertaining the prop- 
osition of a consolidation with the New York 
Exchange, the Mining Board commenced to list 
stocks, in opposition to the Stock Exchange, 


The Produce and Petroleum Exchanges could 
not agree, and the matter fell through. Then 
the Produce governors were persuaded to list 
petroleum certificates. While this was going 
on the two rival petroleum exchanges had 
buried their hatchets and finally agreed upon a 
basis of consolidation, What those terms were 
it is not necessary to recapitulate here. They 
were favorable and brought the two rival 
boards under one roof, thus making it one of 
the strongest organizations in the United 
States.

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HISTORY OF THE NATIONAL PETROLEUM EX- 
CHANGE, 

The historian of the National Petroleum Ex- 
change will naturally go back to the early days 
of the New York Miniog Stock Exchange, with 
which its history has been so intimately asso- 
ciated. The New York Mining Stock Exchange 
was organized in the month of September, 1875, 
The moving epirits in the enterprise were John 
Stanton, L. V. DeForrest, C. O. Morris, R. H. 
Rickard, J. Wyman Morris,F. G.Saltonstall,and 
others whose names we do not now recall. The 
first president was John Stanton. C. O. Morris 
was vice-president; R. H. Rickard, treasurer, 
and J. Wyman Morris, secretary. The rooms 
were located at No. 19 Broad street. 


On July 20, 1877, a consolidation was effected 
with the rival organization, the American 
Mining and Stock Exchange. The combined 
membership of the exchanges then was 479. 
Not long after this the quarters were perman- 
ently removed to No, 60 Broadway. 


It was on December 17, 1882, that the National 
Petroleum Exchange was born. The men who 
were most prominent in bringing the new 
board into existence were Emil Schalk, Charles 
G. Wilson and James F. Hughes. Mr, Schalk 
was one of the original members of the New 
York Petroleum Exchange, as was Mr. Hughes, 
Late in 1882 they became dissatisfied with their 
old love and determined to form a new and 
powerful rival to the parent exchange. There 
were sixteen men who took a hand in laying 
the foundation of the National Exchange. 
There were 500 shares of stock issued at $100 
per share. 


Charles G: Wilson who, with the exception 
of Emil Schalk, has done more to build up the 
exchange than any other living member, was 
chosen president of the new organization, the 
vice-president being F.F. Beales. The ex- 
change which started in business at No. 57 
Broadway, did not remain there long. 

Afew months after its organization it re- 
ceived and entertained favorably a proposition 
to consolidate with the New York Mining 
Stock Exchange. On April 19, 1883, the two 
exchanges became one, with the following list 
of officers:—

The combined membership was 979. Instead 
of being managed by a board of directors, as 
was the case with the New York Petroleum 
Exchange, the destinies of the Exchange were 
shaped by a governing commitee, consisting of 
89 members. Thirteen of the governors are 
elected each year to serve three years, thus se- 
curing rotation in office. 

A membership imposed the obligations and 
also secured the priviliges of a mutual life in- 
surance. In 1884 the assessment for each death 
was $10, the heirs receiving $8,000. The surplus 
goes into the gratuity fund, which now 
amounts to a large sum 

December 17, 18838 the scope of business was 
further augmented by including miscellaneous 
securities, that is securities not listed by the 
New York Stock Exchange. The Miscellane- 
ous Security Board, with a membership of 100, 
was, on the date spoken above, received into 
the fold of the Exchange. Additional mem- 
berehips were sold up to January 1, 1884, at 
which time there were 1,400 names enrolled on 
the subscription books of the Exchange 

Tn November, 1883,a committee consisting 
of Messrs. White, De Forest, Milliken, Matte- 
son, Morris, Rutsky and Pearl was appointed 
to confer with the New York Petroleum Ex- 


change in regard to consolidation. On Decem- 
ber 22 the members of the Exchange voted 
almost solidly in favor of the proposed amal- 
gamation. March 7 the special committee 
made its report rejecting the proposed plan of 
consolidation by a vote of 29 to 2. This for a 
time ended all the hopes for a union between 
the two Exchanges. 

At the close of the year ending May 31, 1884, 
the general fund had increased from $86,360.59 
to $210,495,14, while the gratuity fund had ad- 
vanced from $27,721.23 to $97,874.40. The mem- 
bership was also increased from 979 to 1,375. 

In January of this year the Exchange voted 
overwhelmingly against a scheme to erect an 
Exchange on Broadway at a cost of $1,000,000. 

A few weeks ago stocks were listed in oppo- 
sition to the Stock Exchange. The department 
has been a greatysuccess. 

Last month the Produce Exchange and the 
New York Petroleum Exchange and Stock 
Board talked consolidation. Aside from talk- 
ing no results were reached. 

The leading men in the trade who had all 
along favored the consolidation of the rival 
New York petroleum boards, again came for- 
ward and this time rallied around their stand 
ard enough strength to carry the day. On 
March 1, 1885, under an arrangement which 
had been amicably agreed upon, the New York 
Petroleum Exchange and Stock Board was 
married to the New York Mining Stock and 
National Petroleum Exchange, under the title 
of the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change. 

The total membership when the amalgama- 
tion is completely effected will number 2,500. 
The assets in the treasury of the Consolidated 
Exchange, including its gratuity fund, is $700,- 
000.

On March 17, the Consolidated Stock & Pe- 
troleum Exchange elected the following 
officers, who will serve until the close of the 
present tiscal year in June:

The Consolidated Exchange has made ar- 
rangements for the use of the floor in the 
building adjoining No 69 Broadway. Carpen- 
ters are at work removing the partitions and 
in three weeks time it is expected that the two 
floors will be thrown into one. Meanwhile the 
members of the Exchange will do business at 
their old quarters. 

FIVE OF NEW YORK'S REPRESENTATIVE OIL MEN 

The stories of the exchanges would hardly be 
complete without portraits and pen sketches of 
some of the men who have figured conspicu- 
ously in their development. Taking this view 
of the case the REPORTER. elsewhere in this is- 
sue, introduces to its army of readers, five good- 
looking, solid and substantial business men. 
Four ofthe group are officials of the Con- 
solidated Stock and Petruleum Exchange, the 
fifth being the retiring President of the New 
York Petroleum Exchange and Stock Board. 
The gentlemen whose pleasant faces smile on 
our readers are Charles G.Wilson, president, 
Frank Tack, first vice-president, S. F. Strong, 
second vice-president, and A. W. Peters, chair- 
man of the Consolidated, and L. H. Smith, who 
for four successive terms has mos‘ acceptably 
filled the office of President of the New York 
Petroleum Exchange and Stock Board, Brief 
pen sketches of the gentlemen appear below. 


L. H. SMITH. : 

No man has been more actively connected 
with the later day history of the New York 
Petroleum Exchange, or has figured more 
prominently in oil region developments, than 
Mr. L, H. Smith, its retiring president. For 
four successive terms he has presided oyer the 
destinies of the exchange. When he was first 
elected in 1881, the board had a comparatively 
small membership. He has seen it develop and 
grow until it ranked high in Gotham’s list of 
exchanges, Born in Monticello, Sullivan Co., 
N. Y., in 1831, Mr. Smith when 18 years of age 
left his native home, and set up in business for 
himself. He located at Phelps, N. Y., where 
he engaged in the hardware trade. Later he 
followed the westward tide and anchored at 
Davenport, Iowa. There be launched into the 
live stock business, His ‘‘range’’ covered the 
then comparatively new and growing States of 
Iowa and Illinois, The cattle he purchased 
were shipped to Chicago, then as now the great 
cattle mart of the West. He also turned bis 
attention to agriculture and soon became the 
possessor of several valuable farms. In 185 he 
was attracted to the wonderful oil fields of 
Pennsylvania, which were then in the first 
stages of their development. He saw Pithole 
when it was the liveliest city on the American 
continent. Ever since that time oil region life 
has had a subtle and irresistible fasci- 
nation for him. The first oil exchange 
ever established in the country had its 
birth in the then lively and prosperous 
town of Titusville,in Crawford county, Pa. 
When the exchange was organized in 1869 it 
had for its President L. H. Smith. From 1865 
until 1880 Mr, Smith followed the oil region tide 
and has witnessed the rise and fall of a dozen or 
so of ambitious oil towns. He has been prom- 
inently connected with the development of 
every known field in Pennsylvania and New 





York, and is at this time President of the An- 
chor Oil Company, one of the largest and most 
powerful oil producing companies in the 
Union. While Petrolia boomed he made his 
headquarters there, and for two or three years 
was president of its exchange. No man is bet- 
ter or more favorably known throughout the 
lenght and breadth of the oil region than L. H. 
Smith. In 1880 he came to New York, joined 
the exchange, and the following year was put 
at its head. He made such a good executive 
that he has been retained ever since. 
CHARLES G. WILSON. 

Charles George Wilson, whose manly face 
adorns the center of the group, was born June 
9, 1843, at Baltimore, Md. He was educated to 
the law and in March, 1864, was admitted to 
practice at the Baltimore bar. In 1876 he re- 
tired witha competency and settled down to 
private life, The following year he located in 
New York, and in 1880 became a member of the 
American Mining and Stock Exchange. He 
served one year as chairman of the Governing 
Committee, Mr. Wilson in company with 
Emil Schalk and James F. Hughes,laid the “cor- 
ner stone of the Natiunal Petroleum Exchange 
and was the first vice president of that young 
and flourishing organization. In June, 1883, he 
was elected vice-president of the New York 
Mining Stock and National Petroleum Ex- 
chauge,and a year later was chosen as its Pres- 
ident. When the exchanges consolidated, he 
was unanimously chosen as the chief executive 
of the new alliance. Under Mr, Wilson’s ad- 
ministration, the growth of the National Pe- 
troleum Exchange was simply phenomenal. In 
wealth. membership and business it has ranked 
as fourth amongst New York’sexchanges, The 
popularity and prestige which this exehange 
has enjoyed all along, is largely due to the per- 
sonal efforts of its energetic and wide awake 
President. Under his wise management the 
Consolidated Exchange will enter upon a re- 
newed era of prosperity, 

FRANK TACK, 

Frank Tack, the first vice-president of the 
Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange, 
is known as one of the pioneers in the petro- 
leum trade. He is now in the prime of life and 
is one of the active members on the floor of 
the New York Exchange. A Philadelphian by 
birth, he there volunteered in defense of his 
country in the late war, serving in the 15th 
Pennsylvania cavalry, most of the time under 
Gen. Geo. H. Thomas. On his return to civil 
life he engaged in the oil business with his 
brothers in Pittsburg, who had a branch house 
there—about twenty years ago—and later fol- 
lowing the shifting of the trade removed to Oil 
City, then the great speculative center. 
There he engaged as a broker, residing in Titus- 
ville, since which time he has been recognized 
as one of the representative men of the bust- 
ness. Mr. Tack hasa host of friends, as was 
evidenced in the election for officers of the Con- 
solidated Exchange, and no more fitting person 
could have been called to assist the presiding 
officer in that organization. 

SAMUEL F. STRONG. 

Samuel F. Strong, the second vice-president 
of the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change has been connected with the oil trade 
for about 20 years. He did an extensive broker- 
age business in refined petroleum until the 
spring of 1877 when he organized the New York 
Petroleum Exchange, and has been prominent 
in the management of its affairs during the past 
eight years, during which time he has seen its 
membership increase from SO to 1,000. Mr.Strong 
has steadfastly believed that the oil market 
wouldeventually find its headquartersin New 
York and has always worked with that prin- 
ciple in view. Probably no man in down town 
active business life has more business acquaint- 
ances or enjoys more generally the confidence 
and esteem of the members of all the various 
exchanges than the subject of this sketch. Mr. 
Strong isa member of the brokerage firm of 
Burwell & Strong, who do an extensive busi- 
ness in stocks and petroleum. 

A. WINNIETT PETERS. 

A. Winniett Peters, the chairman of the 
Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange, 
was born in St. John, New Brunswick, Canada, 
in the year 1844, and came to New York in the 
year 1867, representing the firm of Ralph King 
& Hallock, as their attorney in the Gold Ex- 
change until appointed Assistant Secretary of 
the Government Stock Exchange in connection 
with the Open Board of Brokers. When the 
Regular Stock Exchange and Open Board con- 
solidated, he represented W. B. Sancton as his 
attorney in the Gold Exchange until 1875. Then 
he was elected to membership in the Gold Ex- 
change and later in the Mining Exchange. {In 
1876 he was elected Secretary of the Gold Ex- 
change, which position be held until it became 
a department of the Stock Exchange. Turning 
his attention to Mining Stocks he operated asa 
broker until the election on June 3, 1878, when 
running on an independent ticket he was 
elected Chairmau of the Exchange, and since 
then at each annual election he has been 
unanimously re-elected, and, has seen the Ex- 
change grow from the Mining Exchange with 
its four hundred members to the New York 
Mining Stock & National Petroleum Exchange 
with its fourteen hundred members, and later 
to the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change of New York, with its twenty-five hun- 
dred members. Mr. Peters has long been 
prominent in Masonic circles and is a member 
of the Supreme Council of the thirty-third and 
last degree in Masonry, and is also a member of 
the Old Guard Veteran Battalion of New York 
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Fahnestock Haslett & Schwartz, formerly B.A. Fahnestock & Co.,

A week of pleasant weather has had a bene- 
ficial effect upon trade and in all lines more 
business is doing. Pig lead is pretty steadily 
held but corroders do not respond to the de- 
mands of holders and there is little business. 
In the lead products there is no notable change 
business being fair. Paris green is unchanged 
and rules firm with a fair business on contracts. 


We are glad to be able to contradict the re- 
ports which have gained currency that the fire 
in Messrs. Heller & Merz’s factory, would cause 
delay in filling orders for their goods. The 
oply serious damage was to the uliramarine 
works, on which repairs are progressing so rap- 
idly that they will be in partial operation 
within the next two weeks. Meantime Messrs. 
Heller & Merz have sufficient stock to meet the 
wants of their customers without any delay. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


Up to Friday last the pig lead market was 
without any special feature beyond the usual 
quietness that had prevailed for some weeks 
past. Then for some unexplaincd cause one of 
the holders who had} previously been con- 
sidered ag being one of the strong holders, 
suddenly became a seller, and threw on the 
market 600 tons of common lead, which was 
quickly taken at 3 60c. It is not known whether 
this was simply to test the market, to see if 
there are buyers, provided the price was made 
satisfactory, or to use it as a lever to depress 
values, so the sellers could step in and inaugu- 
rate a bull movement, oras one dealer expressed 
it, “This was done in order to bring all the re. 
finers in and see the importance of forming a 
combination which had apparently falien 
through.” The result, since then, has been a 
very unsett:ed market, although at the close it 
is nominally quoted at 370c for both common 
and refined, with no buyers at this figure, as 
they are holding off to see what new develop- 
ments the week will bring forth, Messrs. John 
Wah! & Co,under date of St. Louis, March 28, say: 
“There has not been any important change in 
the situation during the week just closed. The 
activity looked for in the demand of pig lead 
has as yet not set in. and it seems as though all 
hands were waiting for something to turn up. 
Our western buyers are fairly well supplied 
for the present. Still, none of them have any 
large blocks of lead on hand, and they would 
no doubt buy more freely if they only had 
su Jicient confidence in the future of the metal. 
Sluggish and unfavorable advices from the 
east have had their influence on trade here, 
hence transactions in lead have been of a very 
limited character. Sales during the week will 
sum up about 150 tors of common at 3 474e 
and 50 tons of desilverized at 344c. Market 
closes rather unsettled, with few buyers.” 


The demand for white lead is reported to be 
rather better ina jobbing way and there is no 
quotable change in prices. Local corroders 
are getting from 536@534c as to brand and 
quantity for lead in oil and 4%@5c for dry lead. 
These prices are being shaded for some West- 
ern brands and we learn of .sales of two car 
loads dry at 45gc, and 50 tons at 44¢c and 30 tons 
in lots in oil at 54gc net. Efforts are making at 
Pittsburgh and Boston to form an agreement 
on prices, but there seems to be little 1:keli- 
hood of securing such unanimous assent as will 
render a uniform scale of prices possible. 

Zincs are meeting with more demand as the 
spring approaches, with several sales reported 
of the various grades at prices within the 
range quoted by the combination. We quote: 
Dry—Antwerp red seal 5i4c, Paris red seal 6c, 
Paris green seal 744c. Lots of 10 bblis,1 per 
cent, 30 days; do. do 25 bbis, 2 per cent, 30 days; 
do 50 bbis, 4 per cent, 30 days. It is not nec- 
essary for buyers to take all one kind in mak- 
ing up the quantity, but it can be assorted to 
suit; for inétance, say 5 bbis Ant. R.S.,3 of 
Paris R.8,, and 2 of Paris G. S10 bbis in all, 
will be entitled to 1 per cent discount; thesame 
rule applies to larger lots and discounts. The 
above discounts include brokerage. Paris red 
seal in drums 8c, in cuns 8c; Paris green seal 
in drums 9}¢c, in cans 10c. Less than 1 ton 
net; in ton lots, 4c per Ib less.

WINDOW GLASS 

There has been a perceptible change in the 
demand for foreign window glass since our 
last report; the few warm days,the first indicae 
tions of spring, has giyen quite an impetus to ,’ 
trade as is shown by the numerous orders,even 
though small, which have been received from 
consumers throughout the country, thus giv- 
ing a steadicr tone to the market. The receipts 
untii this week have been light, and even with 
the free arrivals which have come forward 
during the week they are far below what they 
are forthe same period of last year, when 
they were very large. Late mail advices re- 
port strong markets abroad with the tendency 
to higher prices. The jobbing trade here is 
good and the bulk of same is being done at 1702 
70 and 10 as to quantity and holder. American 
window under an improved demand through- 
out the West and the reports of the closing of 
many of the factories has given a firmer 
tone to the market and while some holders 
are not quoting better than 75, there are 
others, however, who quote 75 and 10 for either 
single or double thick. The news from the 
West is of a more cheerful nature than has been 
manifested for some months past, as is shown 
by the following report from  Pitts- 
burgh: “The demand for window 
glass is fair, and the outlook is better 
than at any other time since the opening of the 
season. While sales have not increased to any 
very marked extent, they are much better, and 
inquiries are numerous. Pending the meeting 
of the manufacturers in New York last week, 
many dealers held off for the purpose of seeing 
whether there wouid be any alteration ic the 
discounts, or any shut-down of the works bc- 
fore the regular time decided on. There is a 
good deal of glass here, but with the largely re- 
duced outputin Belgium, it will probably be 
all consumed. Discounts are as last quoted, 
and are not at all closely adhered to.”’ Several 
of our dealers here were caught by the recent 
failure in Boston. Beyond this there is nothing 
of importance worthy of special mention.

Legal Decisions. 


Assignmentse—According to the decision of 
the Louisiana Supreme Court.in the case of 
Sachse vs. Citizens’ Bank et al., an assignment 
of property to a third person executed in the 
State of Louisiana without other consideration 
than a trust for the benefit of credito:s is of no 
effect and is binding on no one within the State. 

Discharge in Bankruptcy—The case of Bige- 
low vs Morris, decided by the Supreme Court 
of Massachusetts on the 28th ult., was an action 
to recover a debt, one defense to which, among 
others, was a discharge in insolvency. The 
plaintiff relied upon a new promise contained 
in letters trom the defendent in one of which 
he said: *“* Whed I come to BostonI will call 
and see you; I mean right; I will also pay 
something on account.” The plaintiff had judg- 
ment in the court below, but this was reversed 
by the Supreme Court for the reason thata 
promise to paya sum on account was not 
enough to waive the defense of a discharge in 
bankruptoy.

Customs Decisions and the New 
Secretary of the Treasury. 


One of the important commercial questions 
to which Secretary Manning will be required 
to give his attention soon, relates to the sub- 
ject of drawbacks and rebate. Judge French, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, has for 
years been in effect the final authority in all 
customs decisions. Appeals which have been 
taken from bis rulings to the Supreme Court 
have been comparatively few. The Secretary 
of the Treasury for the most part adbered to 
Judge French’s decisions. His retirement af- 
fords an opportunity for attempts to reopen 
mooted points, and there area great many of 
them. One of the most prominent is the mat- 
ter of drawbacks and rebates. Judge French's 
position has not been satisfactory to the New 
York importing interests. The latter have 
favored the regulations upon that subject re-

There sun ailment of which little is spoken,

If 
anything, carda oms in the open seem to suf- 
fer most from this; bue though it is yearly on 
the increase, and undoubtedly affects the 
health of the plant, 1t does not appear so far to 
diminish the crop. 

The extent of very suitable land is limited 
greatly by climate and soil, and as this new 
product is not a high cropping long liver, it is 
very doubtful if, unless during the next two 
years, there will be any overproduction in 
Ceylon. 

Prices have already very considerably fallen, 
and they may likely fora time go much lower 
still; sothat any temptation to rush further 
planting should not now be indulged in. Local 
opinion still differs as to the propriety of 
bleaching the produce. No doubt it weakens

Last year there weré such extensive 
shipments of it from France, and the price 
went down so low that it became a serious 
question with us whether we had not better 
quit the business. The price is extremely low 
now—so low, in fact, that no number of dis- 
coveries will make it lower. Large quantities 
of black gypsum are mined in central New 
York for agricultural purposes, and there are 
already extensive quarries on the south shore 
of Lake Erie. Gypsum has thousands of uses. 
The most important is its application to the 
Silas a fertilizer and as a top-dressing to 
lawns. It has a wonderful effect on grass, 
making it appear much greener and more 
thrifty than anything that can be used. It is 
an ingredient of nearly all cements, its use in

The refined market is 
steady and unchanged, but the future will de- 
pend on the course of crude values, which may 
take another upward turn if the wants of ex- 
porters are important, and the supply is not 
augmented sufficiently to meet the circum- 
stances, 

The sperm oil market has ruled steady, with- 
out any new features. There have been no 
transactions in crude or importations, and the 
stock remains at 12,370 bbis in New Bedford.

The situation of the paraffine oil market is 
without material change. The market is easy, 
with most of the sales at llc for 25gravity. Re- 
finers are realizing 114¢c as an exceptional fig- 
ure. The stock is large notwithstanding that 
one brand has been taken out of the market by 
destruction of the works, Sales on private 
terms are believed to have been made at 1044c 
and the fact that llc is more generally quoted, 
gives streugth to the belief. Business is quiet, 
and there is a desire to keep stocks moving, 
even ata decline. The demand has been light- 
er than usual. Values for 28 gravity are about 
steady at 744@8l¢c, the latter figure is seldom 
realized, except for small lots or on long time. 
A light inquiry is to be noted for 24 gravity, 
which commands lic. The general industrial 
situation is no better than last week. Consid 
erable machinery in the Lowell and Lawrence 
cotton mills is expected to stop running about 
April 1. Although stocks at the mills are no 
larger, and in some instances are smaller, prices 
are no better, and production is therefore with- 
out profit. This is the cause of the depression 
in that line, and the demand for lubricating oils 
is correspondingly decreased. 
The movement in neutral bloomless vils is so 
slow that some refiners are giving them no at- 
tention, and the trade is mostly centered in few 
special hands. There is no haste to increase 
stocks under the circumstances, and in fact an 
increase is unnecessary, as abundant supplies 
are stored here to last some time. One cause 
of the small movement here is owing to the es- 
tablishment of branch houses in other cities 
with supply depots. Many orders which for- 
merly came here are now sent to the new 
branches, and considerable business is thus 
taken away from this city. The apparent dull- 
ness in neutral vils, therefore, does not indicate 
any remarkable decline in consumption, 
although the season has been unusually quiet 
in all the markets. Prices are stationary for 
all grades, but most of the business is in medi- 
um qualities, ranging from 12 to léc. 
Considerable talk has been indulged in dur- 
ing the week on the cut in price of cylinder 
stocks. The fact is, competition has demoral- 
ized the market, and values are unsettled. 
Light filtered is offering privately at all sorts 
of prices. Special customers are being favored 
at 15@léc, it is said for 600 test,and one gale 
of the same grade is reported at lic. Sellers 
still quote 22@28c and all transactions under 
that range are on private terms, but we have 
been shown written evidence of some facts as 
stated. There area few sellers who claim to 
be supporting the market at tormer figures 
and whom we believe are; these parties charge 
that the stocks offering at reduced figures are 
not prime, but whether prime or not they are 
represented to stand a test of 600 degrees. 
More complaint than usual is heard concerning 
the quality of cylinder stocks on the market, 








Dark filtered and steam refined are favoring. | 
buyers. We have sales of 100 bbls dark steam at 
ldo, 100 bbis do at 10c, 50 bbis light filtered 565 
test at 22c,75 bbls extra cold test 35c and 100 
bbis dark filtered at 18c.

Black oils are easy especially the cold test 
grades which are favoring buyers of round 
lots. An order for 500 bbls could be filled with- 
outany difficulty under regular quotations, 
but the trade being principally in 50 bbl lots, 
present prices are maintained in a measure, 
Saies of 15 cold test are reported at 8@ 
8l4c. Lower grades are inlimited demand and 
to cause a movement before spring some man- 
utacturers are inclined to grant more liberal 
concessions. Black reduced summer oil is 
steady at 644@7c with sales of 100 bbis reported 
at the latter figure. The price for this grade is 
not expected to advance, as supplies will be 
more plentiful,

Fish Guano. 

The following process of manufacturing fish 
scrap is described in the Rural New-Yorker, in 
answer to a correspondent: Fish guano is made 
in factories. For the work, tanks and hy- 
iraulic presses, an oil room and other appar- 
atus are necessary. The fish are placedin large 
tanks and are cooked by steam; when they fall 
apart the water about them is drawn off and 
carried to an oilroom. The fish are then raked 
into perforated cylinders, and hydraulic pres- 
sure isapplied. The water thus forced out is 
also carried to the oil room, where it isskimmed 
to separate the oil from the water, after which 
the oil is bleached and barreled for sale. It is 
used in paints, etc. The fish, after being 
pressed, is emptied from the cylinders anda 
fermeutation takes place, causing much of the 
ammonia to escape. Itisthep run through a 
“picker,” a cylinder armed with teeth revolv- 
ing against set teeth; it is then very fine and is 
next dried, either in the sun or by artificial 
heat, after which it is piled ina heap, and by 
means of perforated pipes through the pile, ail 
latent heat is carried off.

It will be seen by reference to another column, 
replies have been received from Savannah and 
Wilmington, but up to the close of the market 
on Tuesday, no word had been received from 
Charleston, The New York Exchange intends 
to take further action upon receipt of advices 
from the last named place. The market for 
spirits of turpentine remained steady until 
Wednesday, when liberal receipts influenced 
values to sag, and 32c was asked at the close. 
On Thursday holders were quoting 31%c, but 
no spot sales occurred. In futures, on same 
day, 100 bbls for March changed hands at 313%c 
and 100 bbls November at 4144c. Business 
on Friday was flat with quotations nomi- 
nal at 3i}¢c, and the only transaction 
on Saturday was 100 bbis for June delivery at 
29igc. The spot market has remained steady 
since then at 31}¢c, with nosales to note except 
100 bbls June at 2%4¢c, which was made on 
Tuesday.

REPORTS FROM THE SOUTH. 

The following letter was received by the 
Naval Stores Exchange in this city, on Satur- 
day: 

The Savannah Board of Trade would respect- 
fully protest against the language used in the 


communication of the New York Naval Stores 
and Tobacco Exchange dated 25th inst., as be- 
ing unwarranted by the circumstances, but 


desiring to cooperate with tbe New York Ex- 
change in accomplishing the eud in view, we 
approach the subject without further criti 
cism. That the practice complained of popu- 


| larly known as “horning” rosin cxists, admits 


of no dispute or denial. It is practiced here 
now. The thing is notorious here and has been 
publicly talked of for several years past, and 
nearly all who practice it make no denial of 
the facts. But when New York approaches us 
with complaints on this subject, New York 
should have clean hands. We assert that New 
York has not clean hands in this matter, and 
is primarily responsible for the evil she now 


complains of. There are in this mar- 
ket seven dealers engaged in the domes- 
tic rosin trade—four of these on 


their own account and three on com- 
mission. With the former class we are not 
called on to deal so long as they do not furnish 
fraudulent certificates purporting to be made 
by licensed inspectors. Of the other class there 
is, with the majority at least, no attempt to 
deny that they raise grades by order of their 
principals in New York, Boston and Philadel- 
phia. We have some names and facts in sup- 
port of this statement, and the buyers here 
say they are protected by written orders. It is 
only fair to say that as regards these gentle- 
men, that waiving the question of morality in- 
volved, we have po reason to doubt that they 
merely obey orders. That this condition of 
trade isa crying and a bitter evil all admit; that 
the remedy suggested by New York is imprac- 
ticable requires no argument. Legislation will 
not make men honest, especially as Georgia law 
would be inoperative in New York. There are 
only two practical suggestions we can make on 
the subject. First, let New York dealers send 
honest orders to honest agents, Second, re- 
quire of agents the original certificates 
to accompany shipping weights and to 
correspond therewith, The Savannah Board 
of Trade hope it will be taken for 
granted that this institution will always 
cheerfully co-operate with New Yorkin elevat- 
ing the tone of the trade, and as evidence of 
such desire, we ask attention to the following 
extract from a resolution adopted by the Board 
of Directors last June; 

“The directors would take this opportunity 
to express in the strongest language their dis- 
approbation of the practice, which if continued 
would necessarily place a stigma upon the hon- 
est trading of this port.”

Cottonseed Oil Industry of Memphis. 


The following reference to cottonseed prod- 
ucts is contained in the annual report of the 
Memphis Merchants Exchange for 1881, a copy 
of which has just been received through the 
courtesy of F, W. Brode & Co., of that city: 

“The cottonseed 011 business, while beirg one 
of the most important manufacturing indus- 
tries of the city, has been anything but satis- 
factory during the past year. The building of 
new mills in Memphis and vicinity increased 
the crushing capacity and created a lack of 
harmony among the crushers. This caused a 
strong competition for the purchase of seed, 
whicb ran the prices far beyond what the mills 
could afford to pay forthem. The prices paid 
for seed last year were about the highest ever 
known, and the prices realized for the products 
were (with one season’s exception) the lowest. 
The consequence was that, although the Mem- 
phis mills crushed abont the same amount of 
seed as for previous season, they all lost money 
largely. This being the case, the mills of the 
Mississippi valley concluded to organize their 
forces for the season commencing September 
Ist, last, and agreed upon a fixed price for seed, 
naming « price warranted by the price obtain- 
able forthe products, Butthe price thus offer- 
ed for seed this season being so much lower in 
comparison with the previous one, has resulted 
in ascarcity of seed for the mills—the farmers 
and dealers considering the price offered too 
low to induce them to sell,and the mills be- 
lieving that the margin in manufactured goods 
too small to justify them in paying more than 
the price named, and leave any profit for their 
stockholders, retused to advance the rates, 
These facts, together with the short crops, 
have caused a scarcity of seed marketed; which, 
while it may bave the effect of stopping some 
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of the mills earlier than they would like, yet 
will enable those who run to make both ends 
meet. For the season ending September Ist, 
last, the ten mills in Memphis crushed 70,000 
tons of seed, making 2,200,000 gallons of oil and 
23,000 tons of meal and cake, 

* Several of the mills have their own refin- 
eries and do a large business in that way. The 
Hope mill not only refined their on product, 
but took a large part of crude oil from other 
mills. They report about 13,000 barrels refined 
for the year. This mill makes a specialty of 
“Hope Butter Oil,” for cooking purposes, 
which has made them quite a reputation. 

“The Chickasaw Refinery, operated by Mr. 
R. G. Latting, Sr., has a capacity of refining 
300 barrels daily, but its usual run when in full 
supply of oil is about 200 barrels. It has a most 
complete plant, and with all modern improve- 
ments and conveniences. It employs, on an 
average, 25 hands, and has managed to do a sat- 
isfactory business the past year.” 

In regard to the soap interests, the report 
says: “This branch of the manufacturing in- 
terests of the city is kept up and ably repre- 
sented by the Hope Oil Mill, which, besides 
other products of the Mill, manufacture from 
cottonseed oil, without mixture of any other 
grease or adulteration, what they style “Pure 
Sure Hope Soap;” they have been making this 
soap for the past three years, with increased 
sales every year; they manufactured and sold 
last year about 100,000 pounds.”

The Oleomargarine Battle. 

The anti- oleomargarine bill has finally passed 
the Pennsylvania Legislature. 

Wholesale butter merchants of this city have 
senta petition to the Albany Legislature, alleg- 
ing that notwithstanding the law forbidding the 
manufacture or sale of oleomargarine, there 
are three large manufactories of oleomargarine 
in this city, which are in full operation, al- 
though the proprietors have been several times 
indicted. This fact proves that the penalties 
of the law sre not sufficiently severe to deter 
offenders from the commission of crimes 
which afford profits amounting to many hun- 
dreds of dollars a day. The petition adds a 
statement, made in an oleomargarine journal, 
to the effect that a resolution was passed ata 
meeting of the Mercantile Exchange, on March 
18, 1885, condemning the Senate amendment to 
the olecomargarine law, is wholly untrue, as 
such amendment was not before the meetings 
nor discussed. It is untrue that any change of 
sentiment against the prohibitory law has taken 
place. In fact public sentiment thoroughly 
favors prohibition, that being the only means 
of dealing with the fraud. Considering that 
the people have a deep interest in the strict and 
immediate enforcement of absolute prohibi- 
tion, your petitioners would urge that the pen- 
alties for violating any of the provisions of

TUESDAY EVENING, March 31, 1885. 

Less than a year ago men of eapital who had 
a penchant for speculating deserted tempora- 
rily the gallery of the Stock Exchange and in- 
dulged in a furious flirtation with the giddy 
goddess who rules the petroleum mart. The 
wide and violent fluctuations to which crude is 
subject to, exactly suited the big guns, who in- 
vested heavily and with apparent good judg- 
ment. The petroleum market, however, has 
turned out to be a gay deceiver, as hundreds of 





once rich men can testify. The many 
whipsaws and the wunprincipled ma- 
nipulations by which the market was 


depressed or advanced at the whim of! the 
powers in control told upon the best filled 
purses. The result was what might have 
been expected. Confidence in the trade was 
destroyed and those who could withdrew with 
the best possible grace from the arena. To-day 
the brokers who miss their once fat commis- 
sions are forced by circumstances to prey upon 
each other. Zoom traders and pykers now rule 
the roost. Brokers are but human and ex- 
perience has demonstrated that they cannot 
live upon each other end at the same time make 
a good living. Trade is therefore in a rut 
and transactions are small. 

The dullness which pervades the refined mar- 
ket has also had a bad effect upon the crude 
market. The low price at present ruling for 
most commodities and the general depression 
that permeates all branches of speculation, has 
a tendency to make operators sceptical of the 
permanency of higher values for crude or any- 
thing else. They are so accustomed to see the 
market go up and then without apparent rea- 
son go down, that they have lost all faithinthe 
future of the market, 

Not in years has the statistical position been 
more in favor of the producer and consequent 
higher prices, than at thistime. The plea has 
been made that the stocks above ground are 
more than large enough to supply the world’s 
demand for months to come. The supporters 
of this idea do not stop to consider the real sta- 
tus of the situation. For years the production 
has more than exceeded the consumption. 
Within a few months things have ehanged. The 
pipe line companies, much against their will, 
have been compelled to draw on their surplus 
stucksand thesteady and ever increasing drain 
which has been going on for months 
has brought about an entire change in the 
commercial status of the commodity. It wil 
take a new territory stronger than ever Thorn 
Creek has been to lessen the significance of the 
present relations of supply and demand for a 
long period ahead. There is no danger that the 
Russian or any other powerful foreign com- 

etition can change the result. 

The pipe line deliveries this month still main- 
taln the ayerage daily excess over the receipts 
from the wells of nearly 12,(00 barrels. The 
average of the runs to date now is 50,229 bar- 
rels, against 54,997 barrels in February, 53,298 
barrels in January, 66,203 barrels in March, 
1884, and 64,404 barrels in March, 1883. The de- 
liveries average 61,875 barrels a day, as com- 
pared with 68,216 barrels in February, 59,230 
barrels in January, 60,448 barrels in March, 1884, 
and 52,771 barrels in March, 1883. The daily 
average of charters is 28,052 barrels against 35,- 
966 barrels last month, 37,984 barrels in January 
30,590 barrels in March, 1884 and 31,951 barrels in 
March, 1883. 

The oil report for March made public to-day 
is decidedly bullish in tone. Although it shows 
an increase in field work it shows a marked de- 
crease in the new production of the fields. This 
too in face of the fact: that 35 more wells were 
completed than during February. A summary 
of its salient points is appended:

The Fisher8 is do- 
ing about 700 barrels per day. The Producers No. 
10, which is going through the sand, is flowing 
about 200 barrels per diem. Murphy’s No. | has 
been shot. The hole filled up with sand, and 
the well has been unable to flow even were it so 
inclined. The Fisher No. 17 has again stopped 
producing. The Producers No. 6, the McBride 
on the Rankin, and the Murphy No. 3 are due 
to-morrow or Thursday. The Markham con- 
tinues to pump between 75 and 100 barrels a day. 
This morning the Producer’s No. 10 was doing 
7; Producers No. 12, 9; Fisher 8, 35; Fisher 10, 16; 
Mushrush 1, 22, and Mushrush 5, 14 barrels per 
hour. 

The Goff was drilled through the sand last 
week and isaduster. Itis located about half 
a mile southeast of the Balltown group of 
wells in Forest County. Ita failure completes 
a perfect circle of dry wells around the out- 
skirts of that once prolific pool. To the trade 
at large the failure of this well is as important 
as any of the test wells in the Thorn Creek 
district. 

The White & Parker mystery at Kinzua

The movement in refined oil continues quiet 
with no material change in the tone of the 
market.

The London 
Grocer, under date of March 21, gives the fol- 
lowing review of the English market: “The 
stock of American refined oil in the London 
public warehouses, so far as it can be ascer- 
tained, is now only about 43,000 bbls, which is 
not more than enough for one month’s con- 
sumption unless fresh arrivals occur, and the 
only sign in this direction at present are further 
small importations from the continent, con- 
sisting of 723 casks from Antwerp and 933 bbis 
from Bremerhaven. The market, however, 
does not perceptibly move either one way or the 
other,and business during the week has been of 
limited amount at about the former value 
though if anything, with a slight upward tend- 
ency towards the close, viz, on the spot at 74@ 
7/44 (special brands at 8d), for the month at 714 
@736d, for April delivery at 65¢d, and for Sep- 
tember to December at 6%d per gal. American 
water white oil has been realized at 914@934¢d, 
and Russian at 84d, but other mineral oils are 
without alteration.”

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, reports 
that February was the first month in which no 
transactions in residuum have been reported. 
Exports of residuum are made from New 
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, and it has 
sometimes happened that no transactions were 
reported during a month from either Philadel- 
phia or Baltimore, but never before have none 
been reported from New York, 


Hotel patronage has fallen off 75 per cent, in 
the last two years at Warren, Pa., once the cen- 
ter of the Cherry Grove excitement. The Car- 
ver House at that place enjoyed a real bonanza 
when Cherry Grove made men mad. The re- 
ceipts from the bar alone were $1 000 per week. 
The books attest this fact. Though there is 
considerable business in the beautiful town the 
quiet is in keeping with the scene in the field. 
However, with $1 oil, the daily output may be 
increased to 1,(00 barrels per day. The present 
daily production of Cherry Grove, Balltown, 
Cooper and Wardwell is about 3,500 barrels. 


The Pittsburg Commercial Gazette and New 
York Times recently contained a thrilling ac- 
count of the shooting of “Hugh Ferron, the 
widely known oil scout,” by the guards of 
some Thorn Creek wells. The special is dated 
“Oil City” and relates also previous narrow 
escapes which M. Ferron had met with. The 
papers evidently like to be gulled. The report 
is a tissue of falsehoods. No such scout is 
known to the trade, and no scout was shot at 
in the Cooper Tract. There was shooting done 
in fun, but not at anybody and no scout ever 
got any cold lead in Lis anatomy, while watch- 
ing a well.—Derriek. 


Oil producers are greatly interested in the 
Allen patent for pumping oil wells, which they 
believe will be new to all oil men. Thepat- 
encee is the Hon. George Allen of Franklin, 
Pa, The advantages claimed for it are sim- 
plicity, cheapness and durability. A descrip- 
tion of it to be understood must be accompa- 
nied by illustrations, but producers who have 
studied and understand its workings and ad- 
vantages, cay that the day of old fashioned 
pumping rigs, with waiking beams, connecting 
rods with innumerable bearings and unsatis- 
factory results, is nearing an end. This they 
say can be adapted tc one or twenty wells, and 
all the machinery can be set up in an engine 
house sixteen by twelve. 


Two years ago oi] stocks were being increased 
at the rate of from 25 000 to 40,000 barrels daily, 
and notwithstanding this, crude was selling at 
twenty centsa barrel more than it is to-day 
It was then predicted that if éver the consump- 
tion and production were equal, a two dollar 
oil market would follow. It is now acknowl- 
edged that the stocks are being reduced from 
15,000 to 20,000 barrels every day, which repre- 
sents the consumption over, the production, 
and stillthe market won’t go up. There is 
something wrong, as the crude can’t be pro 
duced for the present prices, and every intelli- 
gent producer will tell you so. But the law of 
supply and demand will regulate this manipu- 
lated market inthe near future anda higher 
range of values must follow.—Bradford Star- 
Mail. 


The wildcat well which has been drilling at 
Utica, Pa.,for some time has reached a depth of 
1805 feet, At the depth of 596 feet the first sand 
was struck, which wus five feet thick and con- 
tained heavy oil sufficient it is believed to pay 
for pumping. At 910 feet the second sand form- 
ation was encountered which proved to be 102 
feet in thickness. The third sand was reached 
at a depth of 1196 feet. It was thirty-five feet 
thick and fifteen feet of the central part of it 
was porous and pebbly, and contained some 
green oil. The owner of the well intends to 
drill to a depth of 1600 to 1800 feet with the hope 
of finding a fourth sand, If he does not suc- 
ceed he will shcot it with a big torpedo in the 
third sand. If thisdoes not cause the well to 
produce light oil in paying quantities, another 
torpedo will be exploded in the first sand, and 
the well then p umped for heavy oil.— Derrick. 


There was nothing new to record in the heavy 
oil field at Franklin last month. Operations 
have been limited and there is no deviation in 
the price, which is $3 65 at the wells. The runs 
are about the same as during January, while 
the shipments by the old line have fallen off 
more than one half. The new line shows that 
the shipments exceed the runs. although they 
are not as heavy as during January. Opera- 
tions at the front are progressing slowly, but it 
will be some days before it is definitely known 
what there is on the Speer & Warden farms. A 
large scope of territory has been leased in this 
section, extending to the old Valley Furnace, 
Sugar Creek, which will be drilled as soon as 
warm weather permits. The runs by the old 
line, front district No.1, were 998 barrels, No. 
2, front district, 732 barrels, No. 1, old district 
2,900 barrels, and No. 2, old district, 564 barrels. 
The shipments were, No. 1, old district, 943 bar- 
rels, No. 2, old district, nothing, No. 1, front 
district, 492 barrels, and No. 2, front district, 
619 barrels, The stock on hand March Ist, old 
district, No. 1, 10,064 barrels, No.2 old district, 
1,854 barrels, No. 1, front district, 2,754 barrels, 
and No. 2, front district, 4,813 barrels. The 
total runs of both districts foot up 5,194 barreis 
and the total shipments 2,054 barrels and the 
total stock 19,485 barrels, which is about 1,000 
barrels less than February report. 


There is a constant increase of excitement in 
the Macksburg oil district. Last Thursday 


four new wells were completed, the flow being 
425 barrels per day. A score of wells are nearly 
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down and fifty rigsare going up. Business is 
booming and people arrive so fast that it is im- 
possible to provide houses for them. The pipe 
line company has just completed its fourth 
tank, holding 35,000 barrels, and is preparing to 
buildanother. The daily production is now 
about 4,000 barrels) No important testa have 
been finished this month. The Scott-Mills 
well, one and one-half milesjeast of any devel- 
opments, on the south end of the Morris farm, 
is attracting a good deal of attention just now. 
If it proves to be a paying well, it will extend 
the territory further east. The St. James Oil 
Company are drilling a wildcat on Federal 
Run, about thirty miles southwest from the 
field. Charles Lineman shot his No. 3, on the 
Perkins last week, and the first twenty-four 
hours it did 160 barrels. His Nos. 1 and 2 are 
makipg about 75 barrels each and No. 3 will 
undoubtedly be of the same calibre when 
settled. M.B. McManus shot and tubed his No 
2, on the Duton farm, last Thursday, It will 
make a 20- barrel producer, Lee & Apple shot 
and torpedoed their No 1 on the coal lands. It 
is making 60 barrels per diem. The Green 
well, on the Hupp farm, is rated asa good 15 
barrel pro*ucer. It is estimated the produc- 
tion will be increased this month from 800 to 
1,000 barrels. 


The entire oil trade was shook up last Friday 
by the failure of Thomas H. Kane, oue of the 
heaviest high roliers on the floor of the Oil City 
Exchange. Kaneoperated on orders from A. 
H. Logan, of Logan, Emery & Weaver, of 
Philadelphia, and was long more than a million 
barrels of oil. He received an order from 
Logan Thursday to attach certificates for 575.000 
barrels of oil to a draft for $15,000 Friday, after 
the Clearing House had completed his busi- 
ness, and have the oil transferred to New York. 
Arrangements for the transfer, .he was in- 
formed, had been made. He was 80 accus- 
tomed to execute such orders that he did not 
personally investigate as to the arrangements 
for the transfer, and was very much surprised 
when the Trust Company Bank, which was to 
make the transfer, deciined to receive the draft 
for margins. The oil consequently was sold 
out by President Foster, under the rule, but 
the matter bad been thoroughly considered be- 
fore the sale, and strong parties stepped for- 
ward to sustain the market, actually advancing 
prices a cent while the sale was in progress. In 
connection with this affair the following Oil 
City specials is of interest: At 12:15 T. Kane 
started in buying at 815gc to 82c, and in twenty 
minutes bought over 500,000 barrels, only ad- 
vancing the market three-eighths of a cent. 
Ata little after 2 o’clock in the afternoon he 
commenced buying again and bought over 600,- 
000 barrels more at all the way from 83c to 83%c. 
He took everything that was offered—fairly 
“mopping up everything.” There was some 
very good selling, Kane being the only promi- 
nent buyer. C. P. Stevenfon sold him over 
500,090, Hilton about 400,000, Naly about 100,000, 
A. Lowry 200,000, C. H. Nelson about 100,000. 
McLaughlin, Simpson and Frazer were sellers.

From the annual report of the Auditor Gen- 
eral of Pennsylvania, it is learned that the Na- 
tional Transit Company, formed for the trans- 
porting of petroleum by pipe line, bas 14,754.19 
miles of pipe, of which 6,991.64 are in Penn- 
sylvania. The balance ar. distributed through- 
out New York, New Jersey, Ohio and Mary- 
land, The authorized capital is $32,000,000, of 
which $31,819,°00 has been paid in. Last year 
the company paid dividends to ita stockhold- 
ers amounting to $3,633,141, and paid a tax to 
the State of $74,235.86, based on their mileage 
of pipe in Pennsylvania. 

Perbaps the most interesting report is that 
uf the United Pipe Lines, which last summer 
was absorbed by the National Transit Com- 
pany. It has a capital of $5,000,000, of which 
$4,991,400 was paid in. On October 238, growing 
out of the winding up of business, a dividend 
Of $5,201,995.92, or a fraction over 104 per cent., 
was paid the stockholders. On this the State 
realized as a tax the snug sum of $213,281. 83 





Exportation of Crude Oil. 


A shipping business amounting to nearly 
$4,000,000 a year has been established in Phila- 
delphia since last June by the American agents 
of European capitalists engaged in the refining 
of petroleum iv France, Spain and Austria. 
Since October last the agency has shipped from 
its new storage and shipping depot at Point 
Breeze nearly half a million barrels of crude oil 
Until within a year all of the crude oil sent 
from this country went to Spain and France, in 
which countries the import duty on the refined 
petroleum was so great and the duty on crude 
oil so low that there was a profit in refining the 
oil after it reached their ports. 

A year ago, in order to establish refining in- 
dustries, Austria placed a high tax on imported 
refined oil, and in consequence crude oil ship- 
ments to that country have been necessary. 
Capitalists built in Austria the largest refining 
works in Europe and established the shipping 
depot at Point Breeze. Here they use 800 feet 
of wharf front, have invested several hundred 
thousand dollars in improvements and new 
buildings, and have constructed the largest 
shipping depot for crude petroleum in this 
country. 

The trade thus established adds 300 cargoes to 
the business of the Philadelphia port. The 
tanks used have a storage capacity of 75,000 
barrels of oil, and can load a ship of 5,000-bar- 
rel capacity (or 250,000 gallons) in three days. 
The success of this venture is likely to result 
in the enlargement of the establishment in the 

near future, and the encouragement thus given 
it is expected, will be followed by the building 
up of an immense export crude-oil trade from 
Philadelphia, thus reestablishing to a consider- 
able extent the former prestige of the Quaker 
City as a great oil-shipping center 
——_—— 0 
A New Petroleum Burner. 

The Philadelphia Times gives the following 
regarding a new petroleum fuel furnace, in- 
vented and patented by Mr. J. B. Apple of that 
city. Thisnew apparatus can be used wher- 
ever extreme heat is required. It is adaptable 
to stationary boilers, steamships, locomotives, 
gold and silver mining engines, and as good re- 
sults can be obtained by it as where more cost- 
ly fuels are now employed. The furnace has 
been submitted to 2xperts and is pronounced 
reliable toa degree not before reached in this 
classof invention. The furnace bas for some 
time past been in successful operation in the 
Shaw locomotive. A public exhibition will 
shortly be given at the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works. 

The good qualities of the petroleum fuel 
furnace are that it makes no svot, no ashes, no 
sparks and no cinders. Whena locomotive has 
made its trip the oil flow can be turnea off like 
a gas burner and the flame can be readily relit 
when required. The oi! flame is less injurious 
to the boiler than coal, because it contains no 
sulphur to permeate the fibers of the iron. 
Constant heating with coal fires makes the iron 
brittle, and the least extra strain causes the 
boiler shéets to crack and the attendant explo- 
sion follows as a natural consequence. 

The petroleum fuel furnace is operated by 
generating carbon gases from oil and oxyhy- 
drogen by superheated steam united with the 
airthatis drawn in by the draught arising 
from the burning of the furnace. The cost of 
fuel for this machine is less than one half that 
of coal or wood, and much less space is required 
for it. A train can be run with one gallon per 
mile. 





The Natural Gas Belt. 


Mr, I. C. White, professor of geology in the 
University of West Virginia, and one of the 
assistant chiefs of the Geological Survey of 
Pennsylvania, said inan interview last week, 
that the na‘ural gas belt lies almost entirely 
within the limits of the lakes on the north, the 
Mississippi on the west and the Ohio river on 
the south."*T do not think,” he said, *'that there 
is any on the eastern side of the Pennsylvania 
mountains. There the rocks and formations 
are vertical or inclining that way, thus allow- 
ing the gas to escape into thin air. (I mean if 
there ever was any there.) On the west slope 
the conditions are different, the rocks and for- 
mations being horizontal, thus forming a bar- 
rier against escape. Natural gas is found in 
some counties of Western Pennsylvania, cer- 
tain places in Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, but in 
the last three states the [flow is only indiffer- 
ently strong. In West Virginia the Wellsburg 
region has been developed to some extent. I 
do not think that the gas from any one of the 
wells there has initial force sufficient to allow 
its piping to Wheeling, a distance of sixteen or 
seventeen miles. I made a careful examination 
of that territory some time ago and told them 
it was useless to bore for it. However, quite a 
number of experiments have been made and 
no gas to speak of found. There 1s no gas at 
Ironton, O., where boring is going on just now. 
Over in the Big Sandy regions of West Virginia 
there isa strong belt. Some of the greatest 
wells that have yet been struck are found in 
Wayne county. Gasalso exists in the Kana- 
wha valley. Several years ago some very good 
wells were in use in the manufacture of salt 
above Charleston, but they have been filled up 
for a long time. 

“Over in Washington county, Pa., are quite a 
number of good wells. I located all of them. 
Some of the persons in Washington who did 
not want to go so far from town to bore for gas 
formed a company for the purpose of boring 
near the town. They did not strike gas but 
the Gantz oil well is the result.” 

“Will the multiplicity of wells in one district 
tend to weaken the supply?” 

“That is something I cannot tell. In some 
instances eil wells have been drained, and mul- 
tiplying wells in one territory has, in time, ex- 
hausted it, while in others no such results have 
followed. The same conditions might operate 
in the case of gas but it remains to be demon- 
strated. 

“Some manufacturers claim that owing to 
the fluctuation in the flow of gas, and owing to 
the further fact that repairs and other unantic- 
ipated circumstances often cause asudcen shut 
off of the supply, will forever militate against 
the general adoption of gas as a fuel.” 

“Yes, I have heard both of these objections 
urged. There is nothing in them. Gas will 
flow as long as there is any and as long as it is 
unobstructed. It will be necessary also to keep 
up a uniform supply in pipes; to have parallel 
pipes so that in the event of an accident to 
one line of pipes the other may be brought into 
requisition at once and thus prevent damage to 
furnaces or their contents. 

“IT think that iron and glass manufacturers 
outside of Pittsburg will presently build appa- 
ratus and retorts and make artificial gas for 
fuel. The coal they now use in such large 
quantities will make this gas and thus enable 
them to have a good fuel and one that will pro- 
duce # uniform heat.”

Messrs. Roberts, Crooks & Co, 
under date of Liverpoo], March 19,say: “Recent 
increase of freight renders business difficult. 
Makers are ready sellers at £6 10s, but will not 
take less. Very few transactions have been re- 
ported during the past week. For forward de- 
livery a premium is demanded.” 









TUESDAY EVENING, March 31, 1885. 


During the week past we have had a some- 
what unsettled market; the possibility of war 
in Europe and the combination of the British 
alkali manufacturers,Jmakes sellers {very cau- 
tious.Ocean freight rates are very uncertain and 
there is no disposition to sell forward. Prices 
as & rule are very firm with stocks only nomi- 
nal and the demand very steady. All things 
considered there is no chance for any decline 
and a great possibility of some advance. Al 
grades of soda ash are firmer and the same may 
be said of caustic soda and salt cake, while 
bleaching powder remains steady. Muriate of 
potash under free arrivals is weaker while kai- 
nit is scarce on the spot and firmer for ship- 
ments on account of the scarcity of freight- 
room abroad. Nitrate soda is also firmer under 
reports of higher markets on the coast. The 
other light chemicals are all steady under the 
usual consumptive demand for this season of 
the year. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, under date of 
Liverpool, March 20th, says: ** Ata meeting of 
the alkali trade here to-day proposals for a re- 
duction of the decomposition of salt by 15 per 
cent were very favorably received, and salt 
cake, soda ash and caustic soda close firmer 
with less offering. Jt is stated that a further 10 
per cent reduction in bleaching powder will 
take place in April.” 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands is a shade firme: than 
when we last reviewed this market. The action 
of the alkali makers in agreeing to the reduc- 
tion of 15 per cent in the decomposition of salt 
has given a firmer tone to the market, and 
values are all a shade higher. Stocks continue 
light for prompt delivery. This with only small 
shipments on way causes holders to be quite 
indifferent sellers at the moment, and are de- 
clining offers that would have been acceptable 
a week ago. Sales are reported of 1:5 tons at 
prices ranging from 1 45@1 60c as to brand ani 
quantity. High test is alsu firmer, nothing now 
being quoted under 1 35@1%gc as to quantity 
and date of shipment. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
brands has been quite active durinz the week, 
and several large contracts have been placed 
for torward shipment at prices not made pub- 
lic at the moment, The jobbing demand has 
also been better, and while | 35@13¢c was 
named at the close of our last, since then the 
market has become firmer and 140@1 45c was de- 
manded at the close for some brands. The sales 
comprise 75 tons at prices within the range. 
High test is also firmer under an improved de- 
mand, with sales reported of 125 tons to arrive 
at 1 30@i 35c as to brand, quantity and date of 
shipment. 

Alkali 36 per cent, is meeting with onlya 
moderate demand at the moment, with prices 
steady at 1 20@1 25c as to quantity. ForBM 
48 per cent, there has been quite an active de- 
mand for forward shipments over the year. 
Previous to the opening of the week sales were 
made at 1 35@15gc, but since the week opened 
prices have become firmer under reports of a 
firmer market abroad, with 1%gc bid and re- 
fused for 500 tons to arrive, 1 40c being lowest 
named. The stock of high test B M on the 
spot is light, notwithstanding the arrivals bere 
have been large during the week, tbe bulk be- 
ing under coatract for consumption and does 
not come on the market. For forward ship- 
ments there has been an improved demand and 
several round lots have been placed at prices 
ranging from 135@1 40c, as to quantity and 
date of delivery. At the close nothing better 
than 1 40c was named for shipments, while for 
spot parcels 1 4244@1 45c was demanded. The 
other high test alkalies are all firm, with 160@ 
1 65c the quotations at the close. 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent at the moment is in 
light stock on the spot for prompt delivery; 
this, with reports of light stocks abroad anda 
reduction in the salt decomposition, bas caused 
quite an advance in values, not only for spot 
goods, but for parcels on way by steamers. 
There are several offers in the market at 1 30c 
for shipments during April to July, but so far 
as we could learn they had all been declined, 
and at the close nothing better than 135@1 40c 
was named as to brand and holder. There was 
a sale uf 75 tons reported at 1 32}¢c from steam- 
er now due; besides this 150 tons at prices 
ranging from 135@1%¢c as to quinotity and 
brand. High test isin the same position, with 
values tending upwards, although there are 
plenty of orders inthe market at 1 30@1 323<¢c, 
but so far none are reported as being accepted. 
The firmness of holders checks business at the 
moment, as buyers have not yet got their 
ideas up to sellers’ prices, which range from 

1 35@13g¢c as to brand, quantity and date of 
shipment. 

There is no change in,the position of bleach- 
ing powder since our last report; if anything, 
prices are somewhat firmer, as nearly all of the 
cheap lots that huve been pressing on the mar- 
ket of late by outside holders have been dis- 
posed of, as well as the bulk of Newcastle 
makes, thus giving a steadier tone to the mar- 
ket. The advance in ocean freights and a fur- 
ther reduction in the output abroad for April 
causes holders to offer parcels to arrive only in 
limited quantities. The salescomprise 175 casks 
in Boston at 1 5234@1 bbc, and 156 casks here at

There have been sales of 175 dms to arrive at 
Boston at 2 57}4@2 60c, the latter price being the 
quotation at the close, also 275 dms here at 2 60 
@2 65c as to brand and quantity and 50 dms 76 
per cent at 3@3 10c as to quantity. 

Sal soda English under reports of firmer 
markets abroad is a shade firmer forshipments. 
he free arrivals during the week has depressed 
prices to some extent on the spot. Sales are 
reported Of 125 tons at prices ranging from 97%

@105c as to quantity and brand, also 75 tons to 


arrive at 97}44@Ic to quantity. 

Sal soda American has been rather quiet dur- 
ing the week, the recent storms having checked 
trade to some extent from the country. There 
have been several orders received to be shipped 
by canalsoon as they are ready to receive 
freight. Sales are reported of 150 tonsat prices 
ranging from 85@90c f o b less 14% per cent for 
cash as to make, quantity and style of package. 

Bicarbonate of soda English continues to 
come freely to hand not only to this port, but 
to Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore. There 
has been quite a demand for this articl as 
values are somewhat below the domestic. 
The sales comprise 275 kegs at prices ranging 
from 3 10@3'4c as to quantity and brand. 

American bicarbonate of soda is meeting 
with the usual consumptive demand at prices 
within the range quoted by the combination of 
85g4@3h¢e f o b less 144 per cent for cash, as to 
brand and quantity. 

Salt cake is firmer for shipments; nothing bet- 
ter than 60@65c is now named, at which we get 
sales of 75 tons. 

Carbonate of soda and granulated crystals 
are meeting with an improved demand at 
prices ranging from 14@2c as to quantity and 
make,

Oxalic acid continues to come freely to hand, 
thus giving a surplus of stocks at the moment. 
The demand is merely for single packages, for 
which 10@10c is demanded, though from dock 
it is obtainable at 9340 for any respectable sized 
order. 

Tartaric acid,as the spring advances, is re- 
ceiving more attention,as is noted by the numer- 
ous inquiries that are daily received for future 
delivery. The sales comprise <0 bbls of crystals 
at 4144@42}<c, and 10 bbis of powdered at 424@ 
4446c as to make and quantity. From outside 
holders, who purchased before the advance, it 
is obtainable a shade under the combination 
prices. 

During the past few days there has been an 
improved demand for the various grades of 
acids, thus giving a firmer tone to the market. 
Sulphuric acid 66 per cent, is meeting with an 
improved consumptive demand, the sales ag- 
gregating several hundred cbys at prices rang- 
ing from 1@1 20c as to quantity and date of de- 
livery. Bulk chamber acid is steady as regards 
values, with many of the makers being well 
sold up for the presert. There has been con- 
siderable done in contracts for forward deliv- 
ery, at prices ranging from $9@1050 per ton 
f o b, as to quantity and place of delivery. The 
other acids are all steady and meeting with the 
usual demand; beyond this there is nothing of 
importance to be noted worthy of special men- 
tion.

There is more encouragement to be derived 
from the business of the p week. Inquiries 
have noticeably increased, and sales have re- 
sulted in more satisfaction. The fceling con- 
tinues to improve, and although trading in the 
month just closed was indifferent, there was a 
good, healthy teeling. The spring Jobbing de- 
mand is opening up well as April approaches, 
and prices are not only being maintained, but 
an upward tendency is apparent in many arti- 
cles. There are no special features to note out- 
side the above remarks, except the fact that 
April business in dyes is expected to be large, 
and every one is looking forward to a season of 
activity.

Bichromate of soda is still offering at 844c, 
with sales reported at 84@8<¢c. 

Cochineal has not been in request during the 
weck,and no sales are reported. Views of 
holders are steady at former prices and the 
present dullness is only looked upon as tem- 
porary. There is but little available stock to 
draw upon, and buyers are not looking for 
concessions. The London market on March 20 
was quiet and business unimportant. The 
stock at that date was placed at 101.51 seroons 
against 115.77 at same time last year. The de- 
liveries since January 1 have amounted to 1202 
seroons against 1374 same time in 1884, and the 
imports 2204 in 1885, against 1867 in 1884. 


Cutch has changed hands at a fraction under 
former quotations, but the market has become 
firmer and closes steady at the same figures as 
this time last week. We have sales of 250 bags 
ex dock at5c,and 200 bags Diamond 8S M ex 
store at 544@5¢c. The British Princess brought 
1000 bags since our last report, all of which has 
been sold except 250 bags, which can be bought 
at 5i¢c cash for the entire lot. A moderate job- 
bing trade is being done at 544@5éc from store 
The estimated stock on spot is 8,000 bags, and 
all stored except the 250 bags mentioned. Cutch 
is slow of sale in London. 

The gambier market has improved in tone 
since last report, owing to the limited spot sup- 
plies, which are said to be only 300 bags in first 
hands and held by two parties. There have 
been sales of 700 bales at 434@45gc ex vessel in 
port, and it is intimated that 47c will buy bal- 
ance of stock on dock, while 4c is asked for 
vessel on way which is due April 4, and 5}c in 
a jobbing way. Buyers are making known 
their wants more freely, and there isa greater 
desire to duo business. The London market is 
steady. 

Sumac is receiving more inquiry and a much 
better business is reported for the week. The 
jobbing trade has improved, especiaily for 
prime Sicily sumac, which has been moving at 
$88@99 from dock, being the balance of a lot of 
500 tons which arrived since our lest. We have 
also sales of 15 tons at $84@85 and the range of 
quotations remain the same as previous weeks. 
Prices for Virginia sumac are firmer on ac- 
count of the destruction of a mill in that state 
afew days ago and the loss of considerable 
stock. The inside figure for spot or shipu:ent 
is $50 with some sellers asking $55, Sales of 15 
tuns on spot and 22 tons for late shipment were 

made before the advance at previous prices. 
The feeling is much better. 


Indigo shows no improvement in demand or 
values, Jobbing sales only are being made 
within the wide range ot quotations. Under 
date of March 20, the London Commercwal 
Record says of East India indigo: A steady 
steady tone continues to prevail, but there is 
no business doing worth mentioning, and it 
seems probable now that very little will be done 
between this and the commencement of the 
auctions on the 13th proximo, in either Bengal 
or Kurpah. The declaration for the sale 
amount at present to 7,200 chests, the propor- 
tion of Bengal to be offered is comparatively 
large but the assortment is inferior, the great 
bulk consisting of defective though useful 
colory consuming kinds. The stock of East 
India in London is 15,486 seroons, against 17,869 
in 1884, and of Spanish, 5,508 seroons, against 
6,236 in 1884. 

Turmeric is quiet and unchanged.

Making Ice by the Ammonia Process. 


In an article on the manufacture of artificial 
ice, ‘*M. Quad” describes the following process 
in the Detroit Free Press: 

“There is not now a city of any size in the 
South without its manufactory, and ice can be 
had at retail for $100 to $150 per 100 pounds. 
No Northern ice can find a market except along 
the seaboard. I have seen, on three different 
occasions, lumps of Northern ice and cakes of 
artificial ice placed side by side in the sun, and 
in each instance the artificial lasted much the 
longest. 

And now astothe manufacture: There are 
two processes, but we will take the simplest, 
which is called the ammonia process. The 
building may be an old barn or rough shed,and 
the engine of from ten to twenty horse-power. 
As I saw the operation in a Georgia town they 
pumped their water from a canal, and it was 
too muddy for a fish to livein. Fill a barrel 
with it to stand over night and there would be 
two inches of mud in the bottom of the barrel 
next morning. The water is first pumped into 
a large condenser, and is there purified and 
passed to condenser number two. It is again 
purified, and is then pumped into the baths. 
Each bath is a huge square bin, provided with 
apertures for holding ninety-six tin molds. 
These molds are sixteen inches long, eight wide 
and four thick, anp are open atthe top. Each 
can, when filled with water, is placed in the bin 
in a compartment by itself, and a large lid shuts 
down over all. Ags the water reaches the molds 
it isso clear and transparent that you could 
easily perceive a grain of sand at the bottom 
of the can. Through the bins and around the 
cans, ammonia gas is constantly circulating in 
pipes, and salt water is churned aboutand kept 
in constant motion bv means ot paddles worked 
by machinery. 

It takes seventy pounds of salt to make a 
“bath” for three bius holding 288 molds, and it 
is renewed once a week. One barrel of ammo- 
nia will last a small factory like the oneI am 
describing about ten days. Let the factory 
start with all the molds full of water, and it is 
only about half an hour before the men begin 
to take outice. The moldsare lifted out of the 
bin and carried to a vat of hot water and 
dipped. This loosens the ice, and it is flung on 
atable. Each cake weighstwenty pounds, and 


three of them are placed together to freeze 
solid. This makesa cake sixteen inches long, 
twelve inches thick, and twenty-four inches 
wide. It is so perfectly clear that it retiects 
your image like a glass, and you can read news- 
paper print through three feet of it. There is 
the engine pumping up the muddy water at one 
end of the old building, and the men handling 
the purest, nivest ice you eversaw at the other 
while between them are only a few tanks and 
pipes, It seems wonderful, doesn’t it ?
